Mr.  Tony  Irons,  Deputy  General  Manager  of  Capital 
Projects,  reported  a Master  Staffing  Plan  was  being 
produced  to  cover  the  duration  of  the  Water  System 
Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  which  would  include  a 
schedule,  identify  what  the  staffing  needs  were, 
ascertain  how  many  personnel  were  needed  for  various 
projects  over  the  duration  of  the  WSIP,  and  whether 
those  personnel  would  be  City  staff  or  through 
consultants.  He  anticipated  a draft  would  be  ready  the 
following  week  and  would  be  reviewed  with  staff  in 
detail  and  compared  to  other  major  utilities  on  whether 
the  WSIP  was  consistent  with  the  industry  standard.  He 
also  planned  to  meet  with  Local  21  on  this  plan  and 
address  any  issues  they  might  have. 

President  Sklar  asked  Mr.  Irons  to  update  the  staffing 
plan  every  quarter  and  noted  the  plan  would  help 
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determine  a large  portion  of  the  budget  and  the  real 
costs  involved.  Commissioner  Brooks  inquired  if  the 
schedule  and  numbers  would  become  obsolete  when  the 
new  Program  Management  Consultant,  Parsons,  started. 
Mr.  Irons  answered  Parsons  would  review  and  validate 
the  program  from  the  bottom  up  and  was  expected  to 
appear  before  the  Commission  with  the  findings.  Mr. 
Irons  stated  that  regardless  of  the  findings,  the  program 
needed  to  move  forward  expeditiously.  He  noted  it  was 
a baseline  schedule  and  the  baseline  would  remain  the 
same  and  any  changes  to  the  costs  and  schedules 
would  be  measured  against  the  baseline.  President 
Sklar  asked  that  as  the  changes  occurred,  new  charts 
be  provided  that  would  include  the  baseline  information 
alongside  the  changes,  with  an  explanation  also 
provided. 

Mr.  Irons  relayed  a report  would  be  sent  to  the  State 
once  Parsons  conducted  their  review  and  the 
Commission  held  their  hearing  and  approved  the 
revised  WSIP  plan.  He  stated  that  Parsons  could  not 
participate  until  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the 
contract  and  was  working  on  a schedule  to  have  the 
contract  in  place  by  June  30,  2005. 

Mr.  Irons  next  reported  on  a request  from  the  City 
Planning  Department  (CPD)  asking  for  a statement  from 
the  SFPUC  listing  the  WSIP  projects  which  could 
possibly  move  forward  without  a Programmatic 
Environmental  Impact  Review  (PEIR).  He  stated  a letter 
containing  such  information  would  be  sent  by  the 
following  day.  Mr.  Irons  stated  there  were  23  projects 
that  could  move  forward  concurrent  with  the  PEIR  and 
that  once  the  list  was  sent  to  CPD,  there  was  a 30-day 
window  to  respond.  Mr.  Irons  stated  there  was  no  legal 
prohibition  to  stop  SFPUC  from  moving  forward  with  the 
23  projects  absent  a determination  from  the  CPD  and 
remarked  that  construction  could  not  begin  until  the  end 
of  the  PEIR  process.  In  response  to  an  inquiry  from 
Commissioner  Normandy,  Mr.  Irons  reiterated  that 
every  possible  step  was  being  taken  to  speed  up  the 
process. 

President  Sklar  asked  about  some  of  the  larger, 
complex  projects  in  the  WSIP  that  were  being  reviewed. 
Mr.  Irons  replied  those  projects  were  being  studied  with 
the  issues  of  water  source  and  supply  under 
consideration  and  the  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  System  was 
one  of  the  major  projects  where  all  the  available 
alternatives  were  being  explored.

Before  continuing  with  the  agenda,  Ms.  Leal  recognized 
that  Mr.  Norm  Rickson,  Maintenance  and  Repair 
Assistant  Superintendent,  from  Moccasin,  was  in 
attendance.  Ms.  Leal  thought  it  appropriate  to  recognize 
him  before  he  had  to  depart  because  of  his  superb 
customer  service  work  as  customer  service  was  going  to 
be  part  of  the  General  Manager's  Report. 

b)  As-Needed  Contracts 

President  Sklar  continued  with  Item  9 (b)  and  asked 
that  Items  16  and  17  be  heard  at  the  same  time. 

Mr.  Irons  thanked  Ms.  Annie  Li,  Junior  Civil  Engineer,  for 
producing  the  As-Needed  Contracts  document  which 

(1)  identified  the  purposes  for  the  contracts, 

(2)  described  the  selection  process, 

(3)  explained  how  money  was  allocated, 

(4)  explained  the  uses  and  advantages, 

(5)  described  how  SFPUC  would  operate  and  what  the 
effects  would  be  if  they  were  not  available,  and 

(6)  conclusions  to  the  latter. 

Mr.  Irons  explained  as-needed  contracts  were  used 
City-wide  and  were  a vehicle  to  bring  in  specialty 
services  for  immediate  needs  where  there  were  no  staff 
available  in  the  short-term.  He  stated  the  Request  for 
Proposals  process  took  six  months  and  that  as-needed 
contracts  were  selected  through  the  same  process,  but 
had  a three-year  duration  and  included  a number  of 
subconsultants  available  to  be  chosen  should  the  need 
for  their  specialty  arise.  He  noted  as-needed  contracts 
were  consistent  with  San  Francisco's  Administrative 
Code.  He  explained  SFPUC  had  also  met  with  Local  21 
regarding  the  need  for  this. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Vitus  Leung,  Local  21,  asked  the  Commission  to 
approve  Items  16  and  17,  stating  they  were  critical  to 
the  success  of  the  WSIP  and  keeping  it  on  schedule.  He 
stated  that  inasmuch  as  Local  21  was  skeptical  of  as- 
needed  contracts  and  thought  they  needed  to  be 
minimized,  the  two  agenda  items  were  essential  in 
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providing  expertise  not  currently  available  within  the 
SFPUC.  He  relayed  the  union  was  concerned  about  the 
pace  of  the  capital  projects.  He  stated  he  was  pleased  a 
staffing  plan  would  finally  be  available,  but  was 
distressed  to  learn  that  nine  positions  slated  for  the 
WSIP  program  were  cut  from  the  FY  2005-2006  budget. 

President  Sklar  thanked  Mr.  Leung  for  his  comments 
and  stated  he  was  not  against  as-needed  contracts,  but 
did  not  want  to  approve  any  without  seeing  a staffing 
and  work  plan  in  place.  He  asked  Ms.  Leal  to  direct  staff 
look  into  the  nine  positions  and  report  back  to  the 
Commission  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

Commissioner  Brooks  voiced  his  support  for  as-needed 
contracts. 

Ms.  Jenna  Olsen,  Tuolumne  River  Trust,  noted  that  URS 
was  providing  services  to  both  the  environmental 
services  and  engineering  design  as-needed  contracts  on 
the  agenda  and  asked  if  this  was  a conflict  of  interest. 
President  Sklar  replied  the  contracts  were  for 
professional  services  that  did  not  influence  each  other. 
Mr.  Irons  concurred  with  this  statement  and  asked  Mr. 
Josh  Milstein,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  for  his  opinion.  Mr. 
Milstein  answered  that  while  there  could  be  a conflict,  a 
conflict  situation  could  be  avoided  by  simply  choosing 
another  firm  from  the  list.  Ms.  Olsen  noted  that  the 
potential  conflict  was  not  limited  to  this  contract,  or  the 
as-needed  contracts,  but  to  any  firm  that  performed 
environmental  review  and  had  the  potential  to  bid  on 
engineering  design.  The  Commission  and  the  City 
Attorney  confirmed  that  conflicts  could  be  avoided  by 
choosing  different  firms  to  design  and  review  the  same 
project.

Ms.  Marge  Vizcarra,  Customer  Services  Bureau 
Manager,  reported  the  Customer  Satisfaction  Survey 
results  were  fairly  favorable,  with  a 95  percent 
confidence  level,  but  was  below  the  industry  standard 
and  showed  the  Bureau  needed  improvement.  She 
stated  the  key  objectives  were  to  rate  overall  customer 
satisfaction,  establish  a performance  baseline,  establish 
a quantifiable  performance  target,  identify  the  areas 
that  needed  improvement,  and  learn  about  customer 
awareness  of  SFPUC  services. 

Commissioner  Werbach  thanked  Ms.  Vizcarra  for 
conducting  the  survey,  but  stated  his  initial  request  was 
for  a customer  satisfaction  survey,  not  a Customer 
Services  Satisfaction  Survey.  Mr.  Tony  Winnicker, 
Communications  Director,  replied  a project  was  being 
planned  to  study  quantitative  and  qualitative  issues  to 
explore  general  customer  attitudes  about  the  SFPUC 
and  customer  knowledge  about  the  services  provided. 
He  remarked  the  Customer  Satisfaction  Survey  gave 
insight  into  the  larger  survey  that  would  need  to  be 
conducted. 

d)  Water  Bill  Redesign 

Mr.  David  Binder,  Principal  of  David  Binder  Research, 
reported  on  the  redesign  of  the  water  bill.  He  explained 
he  set  up  mini  focus  groups  to  explore  the  perceptions 
and  attitudes  of  the  different  types  of  customers 
regarding  the  current  water  bill  as  well  as  the  new 
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version.  Fie  noted  a small  portion  of  time  was  devoted 
to  talking  about  issues  more  general  pertaining  to  the 
SFPUC  and  found  there  was  a basic  misunderstanding 
that  the  SFPUC  was  a regulatory  body  and  confused  it 
with  the  California  PUC.  Fie  stated  many  customers  did 
not  understand  the  SFPUC  dealt  with  water  and 
wastewater,  but  did  understand  that  the  water  quality 
in  San  Francisco  was  good  and  that  it  came  from  Fletch 
Fletchy. 

Mr.  Binder  reported  customers  viewed  the  current  bill 
favorably,  but  were  more  inclined  to  view  the  revised 
bill  more  so.  Questions  were  raised  about  what  a flow 
factor  was,  what  water  units  were,  and  what  W1  stood 
for. 

President  Sklar  suggested  that  the  Sewer  Charge  line 
might  better  be  understood  if  it  was  called  "Wastewater 
Collection  and  Treatment."  Fie  stated  there  was 
obviously  a lack  of  understanding  that  in  order  to 
complete  the  water  cycle,  the  water  used  must  be 
cleaned  before  returning  it  to  the  ocean  and  bay  and 
this  was  more  costly  than  simply  drawing  down  from 
the  snowpack  in  the  Sierras. 

Commissioner  Normandy  referenced  the  Commission's 
past  discussions  regarding  changing  the  name  of  the 
SFPUC  to  reflect  the  water,  wastewater,  and  power 
enterprises  and  remarked  that  confusion  over  the  role 
of  the  SFPUC  was  evident  six  years  ago. 

Ms.  Laura  Spanjian,  Assistant  General  Manager  of 
External  Affairs,  asked  the  Commissioners  and  others 
for  input  and  suggestions  on  improving  the  bill  format 
and  that  they  be  sent  to  staff  within  the  next  few  days. 
She  stated  staff  wanted  the  new  bill  to  debut  for  the 
July  billing  cycle. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Emeric  Kalman,  a San  Francisco  resident,  asked 
that  the  revised  bill  include  information  on  how  a 
customer  could  obtain  information  or  service  regarding 
laboratory  testing  for  chemicals  or  pathogens.

Mr.  Nataraj  Akkiraju,  Fremont  resident,  asked  the  Commissioners  to 
read  the  engineering  report  regarding  the  Fremont  Valve  House  and 
respond  to  concerns  regarding  public  health  and  safety  and 
community  benefits.  President  Sklar  replied  Mr.  Akkiraju's 
correspondence  would  be  answered  and  that  any  issues  raised  would 
be  thoroughly  analyzed  and  responded  to.

6.  Old/Ongoing  Business  by  Commissioners 

Commissioner  Brooks  asked  about  the  status  of  the  insurance 
reports.  Ms.  Leal  responded  insurance  issues  were  being  studied  and 
expected  staff  to  come  before  the  Commission  with  an  informational 
report.

Secondly,  President  Sklar  raised  the  issue  of  the  draft  water  bill  and 
asked  that  the  word  "units"  be  changed  to  "gallons"  as  that  was  an 
easily  identifiable  term  and  requested  that  "sewer  charge"  be 
renamed  "wastewater  collection  and  treatment." 

Lastly,  President  Sklar  asked  the  Commissioners  to  join  him  in 
asking  Ms.  Leal  to  issue  a report  identifying  all  of  the  non-low  flow 
toilets  in  any  SFPUC  facilities  and  create  a plan  within  a year  to 
convert  these  toilets  to  low-flow  models.  He  asked  that  this  plan  also 
include  all  City  buildings  and  that  a plan  be  enacted  and  completed 
for  full  conversion  within  18  months.  Ms.  Leal  offered  to  draft  a 
resolution  to  this  effect. 

President  Sklar  remarked  Ms.  Dana  Haasz,  Conservation  Manager, 
was  expected  to  appear  before  the  Commission  on  June  14,  2005, 
with  conservation  recommendations.

Yorker,"  entitled  "The  Climate  of  Man  - Global  Warming  and  Its 
Impact"  was  sent  to  each  Commissioner  and  asked  the  Commission 
Secretary  to  officially  place  the  articles  into  the  public  record.  He 
quoted  the  article,  stating  "we  are  essentially  five  minutes  past 
midnight,  and  that  global  warming  is  going  to  occur."  He  stated  the 
effects  of  global  warming  were  unknown,  but  that  the  Commission 
must  prepare  for  dramatic  changes  in  our  water  source  delivery  and 
should  concentrate  on  implementing  areas  that  could  be  controlled  - 
such  as  conservation,  recycling,  and  desalination  - so  as  to  increase 
the  chances  of  meeting  our  customers  needs. 

Vice  President  Caen  reiterated  that  she  had  asked  staff  to  look  for 
more  storage  options  for  many  years. 

8.  Commission  Business 
Nothing  was  discussed. 

9.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 
a)  SFPUC  O'Shaughnessy  Awards 

Ms.  Leal  provided  background  on  the  formation  of  the  awards  and 
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announced  the  winners  and  their  categories.  A group  photo  was 
taken  with  the  Commissioners  and  the  General  Manager.  The 
winners  for  the  quarter  included:  (1)  Employees  Named  by 
Supervisors  - Bonnie  Jones,  Yu-Lang  Chen,  and  Gregory  Fischer;  (2) 
Peer  to  Peer  - Arleen  Navarret,  Victor  Zarazua,  and  Kate  Read;  and 
(3)  Supervisors  Nominated  by  Employees  - Kevin  Barry,  Maureen 
Barry,  and  Harvey  Elwin. 

b)  AWWA  Outstanding  Operator  Award 

Ms.  Leal  announced  Mr.  Dee  Cutino,  Chief  Plant  Operator  at  the 
Harry  Tracy  Water  Treatment  Plant,  received  the  2004  Bernard  A. 
Miller,  Jr.  Outstanding  Operator  Award  at  the  American  Water  Works 
Association  Cal/Nevada  Spring  Conference. 

President  Sklar  announced  Item  9(c)  would  be  heard  within  Items 
14,  16,  and  17.  He  proceeded  with  the  General  Manager's  Report 
which  continued  in  the  following  order. 

d)  Programmatic  Environmental  Impact  Review  (PEIR) 

Ms.  Laura  Spanjian,  Assistant  General  Manager  of  External  Affairs, 
reported  on  the  progress  of  the  PEIR  meetings.  She  stated  three 
meetings  had  been  held  with  about  50  people  in  attendance  at  each 
meeting.  She  noted  the  questions  were  on-topic  and  would  help 
when  the  SFPUC  entered  the  scoping  process  later  in  the  summer. 
President  Sklar  asked  for  a schedule  and  Ms.  Spanjian  offered  to 
provide  it  within  the  next  week. 

g)  World  Environment  Day 

Ms.  Spanjian  reported  World  Environment  Day  would  last  five  days. 
She  stated  each  day  had  a theme  and  water  would  be  the  theme  for 
the  first  day.  She  described  the  activities  the  SFPUC  was  involved  in 
and  offered  to  provide  a schedule  of  the  events  to  the 
Commissioners  and  asked  the  Commissioners  to  inform  her  if  they 
needed  additional  information  for  specific  events. 

e)  Holm  Powerhouse  Unit  1 

Mr.  Michael  Carlin,  Assistant  General  Manager  for  Water,  reported  on 
the  status  of  the  Holm  Powerhouse,  which  overheated  and  lost  a 
turbine  in  the  early  morning  of  May  14,  2005.  Mr.  Carlin  provided 
details  on  how  this  occurred  and  what  the  repairs  entailed  and  noted 
it  was  currently  up  and  running,  but  at  reduced  capacity.  President 
Sklar  asked,  had  the  Powerhouse  had  a major  overhaul  the  previous 
year,  would  the  outage  have  occurred?  Mr.  Carlin  answered  in  the 
affirmative  and  noted  Unit  2 was  overhauled  the  previous  year. 

President  Sklar  asked  how  the  outage  and  the  reduced  capacity 
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would  affect  the  financial  outlook.  He  also  asked  staff  to  return  to 
the  Commission  with  information  on  the  financial  picture  as  a result 
of  this.  Mr.  Carlin  agreed  to  provide  this.  Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  Assistant 
General  Manager  for  Power,  replied  the  reduction  would  be  about 
$2.9  million,  but  did  not  project  any  reduction  in  services.  Mr.  Eric 
Sandler,  Acting  Finance  Director,  stated  the  $2.9  million  would  come 
out  of  the  unappropriated  fund  balance  of  the  Water  Enterprise.  He 
noted  SFPUC  was  collecting  more  in  revenues  this  year  than 
originally  projected.  President  Sklar  remarked  this  incident 
illustrated  the  importance  of  a preventive  maintenance  program  so 
as  to  avoid  unplanned  outages. 

f)  Fiscal  Year  2005-2006  Budget 

Mr.  Sandler  reported  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (BOS)  would  be 
hearing  the  SFPUC  budget  on  May  26  and  June  1,  2005.  When  asked 
if  the  BOS  could  countermand  the  Commission  decisions,  Ms. 
Spanjian  replied  the  BOS  had  the  ability  to  reject  the  budget,  but 
could  not  veto  items  line-by-line.  She  noted  this  provided  a give- 
and-take  scenario  regarding  line  items  because  of  the  threat  of  the 
BOS  rejecting  the  SFPUC  budget.  President  Sklar  asked  Ms.  Spanjian 
to  inform  the  Commission  if  the  discussions  needed  additional 
intervention. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  General  Manager's  Report,  President  Sklar 
asked  Mr.  Art  Jensen,  General  Manager  of  Bay  Area  Water  Supply 
and  Conservation  Agency,  if  he  would  prefer  to  provide  his  report 
(Item  No.  10)  at  the  same  time  as  Items  14  and  16.  Mr.  Jensen 
agreed  this  would  be  prudent.  President  Sklar  continued  with  the 
agenda  in  the  following  order.

He  provided  details  about  the  Request  for  Proposals  process  and 
noted  the  contract  would  go  before  the  BOS  should  the  contract  be 
awarded. 

Commissioner  Brooks  asked  how  reporting  occurred.  Mr.  Irons 
replied  all  task  orders  were  issued  by  the  Bureau  Managers  in  the 
Infrastructure  Division;  therefore.  Parsons  staff  would  be  reporting 
to  the  Bureau  Managers.  The  Bureau  Managers  were  expected  to 
evaluate  the  work  products  on  a quarterly  basis  and  would  report  to 
Mr.  Harlan  Kelly,  Jr.,  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Infrastructure. 

Regarding  Item  14,  Vice  President  Caen  asked  why  this  funding 
request  was  not  part  of  the  $154  million  appropriation  requested  a 
couple  of  months  ago.  Mr.  Irons  explained  the  large  bulk  of  the  work 
on  project  issues,  project  management,  construction  management, 
and  environmental  review  were  part  of  the  $154  million.  He  stated 
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Item  14  was  the  overhead  of  the  program  component. 

President  Sklar  asked  the  Commissioners  to  provide  staff  with  the 
ability  to  move  funding  from  specific  lines  of  the  projects  both 
horizontally  and  vertically  within  the  budget.  He  urged  that  language 
be  incorporated  to  achieve  this  and  also  notify  the  Commission  of 
these  changes  as  they  occurred  during  the  next  year.  Ms.  Leal 
replied  she  would  look  into  the  legal  ramifications  relative  to  the 
separation  of  funding  sources. 

President  Sklar  relayed  the  City  Attorney  asked  that  a clerical 
correction  be  made  to  Item  17  regarding  the  name  of  the  awardee. 
The  Commissioners  voted  to  accept  the  amendment. 

President  Sklar  asked  staff  to  provide  a Project  Management  Plan  for 
each  project  which  would  include  information  on  what  was  being 
done,  the  time  schedule,  costs,  responsible  parties,  and  staffing 
levels.  Mr.  Irons  agreed  with  this  and  pointed  out  a draft  master 
staffing  plan  was  currently  under  way. 

President  Sklar  noted  he  met  the  previous  day  with  Ms.  Leal,  Mr. 
Irons,  and  the  Chief  Executive  Officers  of  the  Parson's  Corporation 
and  CH2Mhill  to  discuss  the  Commission's  high  expectations  of 
them.  He  remarked  both  gave  the  SFPUC  such  assurances.

2,  a Special  Commission  Meeting,  could  be  removed  as 
the  SFPUC  had  been  meeting  with  the  community  in  the 
Southeast  sector  of  the  City  and  would  be  spending 
time  there  regarding  the  Wastewater  Master  Plan. 

Commissioner  Brooks  stated  he  received  a copy  of  a

a)  Implementation  Demand  Projection  Report 

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Power, 
reported  SFPUC  staff  had  participated  in  the  State's 
Demand  Response  Program  as  authorized  at  the  May 
10,  2005,  Regular  Meeting.  She  stated  there  were  two 
hurdles:  (1)  SFPUC  had  to  establish  a scheduling 
protocol  with  Calpine  to  facilitate  the  load  drop  and  (2) 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  needed  to  clear  the 
meter  registration  process.  She  stated  the  hurdles  were 
being  worked  out  and  expected  SFPUC  to  participate  in 
mid-July,  about  two  weeks  after  the  original  anticipated 
July  1,  2005,  start  date.  President  Sklar  suggested  the 
Communications  Division  make  the  public  aware  of  the 
bureaucratic  problems  and  noted  staff  participate  earlier 
in  2006  so  SFPUC  would  be  part  of  this  State  program. 

b)  Southeast  Community  Issues 

Ms.  Hale  reported  on  an  Open  House  held  on  June  20, 
2005,  at  the  Southeast  Community  Center  to  speak 
with  Redevelopment  Agency  residents  and  businesses 
about  the  combustion  turbine  project  and  closing  the 
two  power  plants.  She  described  the  set  up  as 
information  booths  about  specific  issues  so  attendees 
could  walk  up  and  ask  about  subjects  such  as  air  quality 
and  mitigation  on  construction  projects.  She  stated  this 
was  a successful  format  and  resulted  in  constructive 
dialog.  She  announced  a future  meeting  would  be  held 
on  July  22,  2005,  and  all  SFPUC  enterprises  would  be 
represented.  This  meeting  would  be  from  5:30  - 7:00 
P.M.  and  take  place  in  the  Alex  Pitcher  Room  in  the 
Southeast  Community  Center. 

President  Sklar  asked  Ms.  Hale  to  take  a serious  look  at 
solutions  for  closing  the  power  plants  and  whether  or 
not  this  Commission  and  City  goal  could  be 
accomplished  without  the  implementation  of  the 
currently  contemplated  new  generator  combustion 
project,  noting  that  it  was  a second  rate  solution  and  a 
scientific  push  needed  to  be  made  to  find  a solution  with 
a better  social  cost  that  would  be  environmentally 
sound,  and  at  a lower  cost. 

10  Bay  Area  Water  Supply  & Conservation  Agency 
(BAWSCA)  General  Manager's  Report. 

a)  Economic  Evaluation  of  the  Water  Supply  Reliability 
Goal  in  the  SFPUC  Water  System  Improvement 
Program. 
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Mr.  Art  Jensen,  General  Manager  of  BAWSCA,  asked 
what  the  maximum  level  of  a system-wide  shortage 
should  be  imposed  on  businesses  and  residences  during 
a drought.  He  noted  the  Water  System  Improvement 
Program  (WSIP)  goals  and  assumptions  were  based  on 
a 20  percent  level  of  shortages  and  would  cause 
significant  economic  impacts  and  stated  that  was  reason 
enough  to  avoid  that  level  of  water  shortage.  He  asked 
that  SFPUC  examine  this  and  provide  information 
concurrent  with  the  Programmatic  Environmental 
Impact  Review  (PEIR)  process  to  evaluate  the 
environmental  impacts  to  provide  the  system  with  water 
capability  for  up  to  10  to  20  percent  shortages.  He 
stated  BAWSCA  was  not  asking  that  the  schedule  be 
changed,  but  that  alternative  activities  be  provided  for 
meeting  the  reduction  goal.  He  asked  that  the  letter  he 
presented  to  the  Commissioners  be  made  part  of  the 
public  record.  Ms.  Leal  offered  to  present  to  the 
Commission  information  from  Planning  on  how  to 
institute  the  various  levels  of  shortages  with  the  least 
amount  of  harm.  President  Sklar  stated  that  this  would 
be  considered,  but  SFPUC  must  not  interfere  with  the 
substance  or  schedule  of  the  PEIR  which  might  cover 
much  of  this  ground.  He  also  raised  the  issue  of  looking 
at  these  percentage  impacts  in  ways  that  would 
mitigate  real  damage  citing  the  difference  between 
essential  winter  delivery  rates  and  the  summer  usage 
which  must  be  driven  by  irrigation  and  air  conditioning. 

Public  Comment 

Ms.  Heather  Dempsey,  Tuolumne  River  Trust,  expressed 
their  interest  in  participating  in  the  process  to  weigh  the 
benefits  and  cost  of  the  80  and  90  percent  reliability 
goals  and  noted  that  more  information  about  how  the 
system  reliability  would  be  improved  is  needed  in  order 
to  thoroughly  address  the  potential  impacts.  Lastly,  she 
asked  the  Commission  to  take  a cautionary  stance  on 
behalf  of  protecting  the  rivers  and  streams  of  the 
system  because  of  the  difficulty  of  accurately  predicting 
environmental  impacts  and  the  incomplete  information 
available  about  the  current  state  of  the  health  of  the 
waatersheds.

President  Sklar  asked  staff  why  the  award  was  twice  the 
amount  of  the  engineer's  estimate  and  if  the  cause  was 
bad  estimating  or  inappropriate  bids.  Mr.  Jon  Loiacono, 
Wastewater  Enterprise  Engineering  Division  Manager, 
replied  the  original  bid  was  done  in  1999  and  did  not 
include  the  Owner  Controlled  Insurance  Program 
requirement  and  other  things.

She  reported  SFPUC  had  not  done  enough  outreach  in 
the  past  regarding  wastewater  and  needed  to  go 
throughout  San  Francisco  to  obtain  public  input,  which 
would  include  outreach  meetings,  a customer  survey, 
and  focus  groups.  She  noted  the  success  of  the  survey 
and  focus  groups  in  the  redesign  of  the  water  bill  and 
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expected  the  same  type  of  results  by  obtaining 
feedback  and  incorporating  the  ideas  and  concerns  into 
the  Wastewater  Master  Plan. 

President  Sklar  stated  he  believed  in  outreach,  but 
thought  the  process  outlined  could  be  compressed  from 
two  steps  into  one  step.  Fie  also  clarified  the  work  was 
not  a repair  of  an  aging  system,  but  was  a completion 
of  work  envisioned  40  years  ago  that  was  never  done  in 
the  first  phase  for  a variety  of  political  and 
environmental  reasons.  Fie  indicated  he  preferred  going 
through  the  goals  and  objectives  sessions  before 
undertaking  the  outreach  program. 

After  discussion  about  the  project,  it  was  agreed  that 
the  Commission  would  approve  the  agreement,  but  only 
spend  a part  of  the  money  to  establish  baselines 
through  the  focus  groups  and  customer  surveys.  Staff 
would  report  back  to  the  Commission  before  continuing 
with  the  education  component  of  the  agreement.

Moved  by  Commissioner  Normandy,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Brooks,  to  adopt  the  Minutes  of  the  June  28,  2005,  Regular  Meeting; 
passed  (5-0)  unanimously. 

4.  Public  Comments 

Mr.  David  Pilpel,  San  Francisco  resident,  expressed  concern  about 
available  resources  at  the  City  Planning  Department  to  conduct  the 
Programmatic  Environmental  Impact  Review  and  asked  that 
additional  resources  be  provided  through  the  SFPUC  to  allow  the 
work  to  be  completed. 

Mr.  Jeff  Miller,  Executive  Director  of  the  Alameda  Creek  Alliance 
(ACA),  referenced  a letter  ACA,  along  with  64  Bay  Area 
organizations,  sent  to  the  SFPUC  that  asked  the  Commission  to 
address  their  concerns  about  fisheries  and  Alameda  Creek.  Mr.  Miller 
specifically  asked  for  a commitment  from  the  SFPUC  to  restore  flows 
and  interim  flows  (until  the  dam  went  through).  Fie  also  asked  for 
the  removal  of  the  Alameda  Diversion  Dam  and  that  plans  be 
abandoned  to  build  a rubber  dam  in  the  Sunol  Valley.  President 
Sklar  responded  SFPUC  was  involved  in  obtaining  scientific  data  to 
help  formulate  the  decisions. 

Mr.  Barry  Nelson,  National  Resources  Defense  Council,  expressed 
their  confidence  that  the  SFPUC  would  seriously  address  the 
concerns  raised  about  the  Alameda  Creek  issues  and  wanted  to 
continue  with  the  collaborative  effort  between  the  stakeholders  and 
the  SFPUC. 

Commissioner  Werbach  asked  Mr.  Michael  Carlin,  Assistant  General 
Manager  of  Water,  that  an  update  be  provided  to  the  Commission  on 
this  topic  in  six  weeks.  Fie  also  noted  that  while  the  General 
Manager's  letter  was  responsive,  it  was  not  what  he  had  asked  for. 
Commissioner  Werbach  expressed  his  disappointment  the  reply  was 
sent  three  weeks  after  receipt  of  the  original  correspondence  and 
that  it  was  delivered  the  day  of  the  meeting.  Mr.  Carlin  interjected 
staff  had  attended  an  Alameda  meeting  on  June  10,  2005,  to 
address  their  concerns.  Fie  stated  a detailed  process  was  set  up 
during  that  meeting  for  each  of  the  agencies. 

Ms.  Susan  Leal,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  clarified  the 
Commission  was  requesting  a brief  progress  report  on  the  Alameda 
Creek  issues  on  how  SFPUC  was  developing  policy  and  that  this 
should  be  in  eight  weeks.

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5.  Communications 

Commissioner  Brooks  presented  a letter  regarding  the  Bay  Area 
Water  and  Conservation  Agency's  concerns  about  water  and  drought 
management.  President  Sklar  indicated  it  could  be  discussed  later  in 
the  meeting. 

6.  Old/Ongoing  Business  by  Commissioners 
There  was  no  discussion. 

7.  Introduction  of  New  Business  by  Commissioners 

President  Sklar  referenced  a newspaper  article  about  the  DC  Cable 
Project  that  would  bring  a new  power  option  to  the  City  and  asked 
Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  Assistant  General  of  Power,  to  invite  the 
proposers  of  the  project  to  the  July  26,  2005,  Power  Enterprise 
Workshop  to  present  their  project.  Commissioner  Brooks  asked  what 
emerging  technology  was  available  so  that  the  Combustion  Turbines 
(CT)  would  not  need  to  be  built  in  the  Bayview  and  what  technically 
would  need  to  be  done  to  relocate  the  CTs. 

Ms.  Hale,  through  the  General  Manager,  was  asked  to  set  the  stage 
for  the  various  available  options  and  allow  all  the  project  proponents 
to  present  at  the  workshop. 

President  Sklar  asked  that  the  workshop  materials,  including  back- 
up information,  be  sent  to  the  Commission  one  week  in  advance  of 
the  meeting. 

Commissioner  Werbach  requested  a timeframe  for  the  Wastewater 
Master  Plan.  Ms.  Leal  responded  the  workshops  would  begin  after 
Labor  Day. 

8.  Commission  Business 

President  Sklar  spoke  about  print  space  allocated  to  organizations 
and  individuals  who  had  been  advocating  for  tearing  down  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Dam  and  changing  the  water  system.  He  reminded  those 
present  that  it  was  pointed  out  several  months  ago  that  this  subject 
was  not  before  the  SFPUC,  was  not  part  of  any  of  the  SFPUC  project 
groups,  and  was  not  something  the  SFPUC  was  considering.  He 
stated  the  Commission  had  not  taken  an  official  position  because  it 
was  not  a matter  before  them.  He  further  stated  the  Commission 
would  respond,  through  the  General  Manager,  to  any  requests  for 
information  related  to  this  subject  from  any  legitimate  body 
undertaking  an  examination  and  that  all  the  Commissioners,  as 
individuals,  were  free  to  express  their  opinions  about  this  issue  at 
any  time. 
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Ms.  Leal  replied  the  largest  request  came  officially  from  the  State 
Department  of  Water  Resources  and  that  a considerable  amount  of 
time  had  been  spent  responding  to  their  request.  She  also 
announced  the  State  was  sponsoring  a workshop  on  this  issue  on 
July  14th,  2005,  in  Sacramento,  and  noted  SFPUC  was  not  asked  to 
participate. 

Commissioner  Normandy  expressed  his  concern  that  the 
Commission  would  be  misperceived  as  either  ignoring  the  situation 
or  unresponsive  to  those  pushing  the  idea  forward.  He  opined  the 
Commission  should  take  a more  proactive  role  and  determine  what 
it  was  the  Commission  needed  to  do,  possibly  in  the  form  of  a policy 
statement. 

Commissioner  Brooks  stated  he  wanted  the  Commission  to  take  a 
more  proactive  role  in  putting  out  good  information,  as  the 
newspapers  were  filled  with  bad  information.  He  further  stated  it 
was  incumbent  on  the  Commission  to  take  a proactive  stance  and 
give  the  Communications  Division  the  tools  and  resources  needed  to 
provide  good  information.  President  Sklar  replied  there  was  a danger 
of  delaying  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  should 
the  Commission  become  involved  in  the  discussion.  He  reiterated 
the  Commission's  policy  was  to  rebuild  the  water  system. 

Commissioner  Werbach  stated  he  agreed  with  President  Sklar's 
comments  and  suggestion  that  the  issue  remain  off  the  Commission 
agenda  and  that  staff  continue  to  provide  information  in  good  faith. 
Vice  President  Caen  stated  SFPUC  did  not  have  control  over  what 
was  being  written  and  that  reporters  often  write  a piece  and  then 
find  the  facts  to  support  it  afterwards. 

Commissioner  Brooks  asked  staff  to  supply  a 1-2  page  document  on 
the  pertinent  facts  on  the  issue.  Ms.  Leal  replied  this  could  be 
supplied  by  the  July  26,  2005,  Regular  Meeting. 

9.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 

a)  Water  System  Improvement  Program 

Mr.  Tony  Irons,  Deputy  General  Manager  of  Capital  Projects, 
reported  three  items  passed  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  (BOS)  Audit 
and  Oversight  Committee  (AOC)  and  would  move  to  the  full  Board 
before  the  next  Regular  Meeting:  (1)  Eighteen-month  appropriation 
for  WSIP  for  $161  million,  (2)  the  Parson's  Preconstruction 
Management  Contract,  and  (3)  the  Jacobs  Associates  contract  to 
design  the  BDPL  Tunnel. 

Mr.  Irons  stated  SFPUC  staff  had  not  been  producing  periodic  reports 
on  all  the  WSIP  projects  after  the  Commission  adopted  the  interim 
schedule  and  new  budget  because  the  reports  would  have  referred 
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back  to  the  former  budget  and  schedule,  which  were  no  longer 
operative.  He  explained  that  continuing  the  reporting  process  had 
not  yet  begun,  but  would  start  once  the  new  Program  Management 
Consultant,  Parsons,  started.  Mr.  Irons  stated,  in  the  interim  of  the 
absence  of  official  reports,  staff  could  begin  scheduling  a series  of 
meetings  on  the  projects  that  would  provide  briefings  by  the  project 
manager,  the  project  engineer,  the  environmental  liaison  to  the 
project,  and  one  of  the  review  team  members  from  the  consultant 
team. 

Commissioner  Caen  asked  about  the  BOS  AOC  vote  and  why  one 
member  continued  to  vote  against  the  projects.  Ms.  Leal  replied  the 
'nay'  vote  was  a response  to  a question  posed  to  her  about  diverting 
more  water  from  the  Tuolumne  River.  Ms.  Leal  stated  she  was  asked 
if  she  would  agree  to  an  amendment  that  would  state  categorically 
that  the  SFPUC  would  never  divert  an  increase  off  the  Tuolumne 
River.  She  explained  that  this  was  a property  and  water  right  that 
she  could  not  agree  to  and  it  would  be  considered  high-handed  of 
the  SFPUC  to  make  this  statement  on  behalf  of  the  28  wholesale 
customers.  She  also  stated  the  SFPUC  was  looking  for  ways  to 
diversify  the  water  supply  and  was  making  every  effort  to  not  divert 
additional  water  off  the  River  and  that  a more  thorough  reply  might 
be  available  in  about  eighteen  months  after  further  study  of  the 
issue. 

President  Sklar  asked  Deputy  City  Attorney  Don  Furmann  to  have 
the  City  Attorney's  Office  brief  the  Commission  on  water  rights  so 
they  were  not  jeopardized  by  Commission  actions  or  statements.  . 

Mr.  Irons  announced  there  would  be  a Press  Conference  on  July  18, 
2005,  at  a groundbreaking  for  one  of  the  major  regional  projects  - 
the  Sunset  Reservoir.  President  Sklar  asked  that  the  details  be 
forwarded  to  the  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Irons,  in  response  to  an  earlier  public  comment  by  Mr.  Pilpel, 
stated  he  was  aware  of  the  issue  and  was  working  with  the  City 
Planning  Department  and  the  Mayor's  Office  to  get  the  appropriate 
personnel  in  place. 

Mr.  Irons  introduced  Ms.  Ivy  Fine,  a new  employee  hired  to  head  up 
the  Contracting  Division. 

Public  Comments: 

Ms.  Jenna  Olson,  Executive  Director  of  the  Tuolumne  River  Trust 
(TRT),  thanked  the  SFPUC  staff  for  changes  regarding  the  San 
Joaquin  Pipeline,  Alameda  Creek  Fishery  Enhancement,  and 
Calaveras  Dam  that  reflected  some  concerns  they  had.  She  clarified 
some  of  the  discussion  that  took  place  at  the  BOS  AOC  meeting 
regarding  water  diversion  from  the  Tuolumne  River.  She  asked  that 
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the  project  meetings  described  by  Mr.  Irons  during  his  report  be 
publicly  noticed  to  allow  stakeholders  to  participate.  She  further 
requested  that  the  project  reports  be  presented  to  the  Commission 
in  terms  of  the  programmatic  goals  decided  upon  by  the 
Commission. 

Mr.  Art  Jensen,  General  Manager  of  BAWSCA,  stated  BAWSCA  was 
also  interested  in  the  progress  reviews  and  wanted  to  know  when 
the  quarterly  reviews  would  begin.  President  Sklar  replied  BAWSCA 
and  the  TRT  would  be  welcome  at  the  meetings. 

Commissioner  Brooks  referred  to  a letter  sent  by  BAWSCA  regarding 
SFPUC's  20  percent  drought  reliability  reduction  and  asked  that  the 
comments  be  given  serious  consideration  and  that  the  consultant 
inform  the  Commission  what  the  economic  effects  would  be.  He 
stated  his  intent  was  not  to  slow  the  WSIP  down. 

President  Sklar  stated  the  SFPUC  would  design  a study  to  examine 
the  economic  and  social  effects  of  various  levels  of  reduction  in 
various  operating  scenarios  to  come  up  with  the  most  optimal 
operating  scenario  to  minimize  impacts  at  various  operating  levels. 
He  asked  the  Commission  Secretary  to  forward  these  remarks  to  Mr. 
Jensen.  He  also  asked  the  General  Manager  to  draft  a response 
letter  to  BAWSCA  and  the  Commission  on  the  Commission's 
intentions. 

b)  Watershed  Improvements  and  Sunol  Water  Temple 

Mr.  Carlin  stated  he  planned  to  cover  the  Alameda  Creek  issues,  but 
these  were  addressed  during  public  comment.  He  reported  staff  was 
following  up  on  a request  by  Commissioner  Normandy  to  perform 
some  maintenance  at  the  Sunol  Water  Temple  and  noted  staff  was 
at  the  Temple  clearing  the  brush  and  washing  down  the  inside  of  the 
Temple  to  remove  the  algae.  He  stated  there  would  be  a regular 
maintenance  schedule. 

Regarding  Watershed  Improvements,  he  stated  there  was  $600,000 
in  add-backs  by  the  BOS  and  the  money  was  being  targeted  for  land 
acquisition  that  would  affect  water  supply  and  water  quality 
protection.  He  reported  a habitat  planning  process  was  underway  to 
help  identify  sensitive  areas  within  the  watersheds  to  allow  the 
SFPUC  to  preserve  those  areas.  He  also  reported  SFPUC  would  be 
meeting  with  the  Superintendent  of  Yosemite  Park  and  set  out  a 
five-year  work  plan  for  watershed  management  activities  for  the 
park.  This  same  sort  of  plan  was  also  underway  with  the  U.S.  Forest 
Service  and  the  properties  that  were  under  the  control  of  the  Federal 
government.

3.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Moved  by  Commissioner  Brooks,  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Normandy,  to  adopt  the  Minutes  of  the 
July  12,  2005,  Regular  Meeting  as  amended;  passed  (4- 
0)  unanimously. 

4.  Public  Comments 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

5.  Communications 

President  Sklar  referred  to  correspondence  from  Mr.  Art 
Jensen,  General  Manager  of  Bay  Area  Water  Supply  and 
Conservation  Agency  (BAWSCA),  regarding  water 
reliability  and  economic  impacts,  and  requested  Ms. 
Susan  Leal,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  to  report 
back  to  the  Commission  with  a summary  or  a model 
that  would  compare  various  levels  of  water  supply 
reduction  after  first  developing  a model  of  water 
delivery  that  during  a time  of  shortage  would  have  the 
least  or  optimal  economic  impact.  He  stated  the 
Commission  could  apply  the  model  to  various  levels  of 
reduction  and  make  a decision  based  on  this 
information. 

Mr.  Jensen  responded  that  BAWSCA  was  asking  the 
General  Manager  to  request  the  City  Planning 
Department  (CPD)  to  include  in  the  Programmatic 
Environmental  Impact  Review  (PEIR)  an  analysis  of  the 
environmental  impacts  of  the  Water  System 
Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  having  the  capability  of 
delivering  water  during  droughts  at  a maximum 
reduction  level  of  10  percent  as  well  as  a 20  percent 
system-wide  reduction.  The  Commission  agreed  that 
this  request  for  environmental  impact  at  various  levels 
was  an  appropriate  matter  to  be  considered  during  the 
PEIR. 

President  Sklar  stated  that  Commissioner  Brooks  was 
focused  on  the  economic  impacts. 

Mr.  Tony  Irons,  Deputy  General  Manager  of  Capital 
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Projects,  stated  the  Major  Environmental  Analysis  (MEA) 
Group  at  CPD  did  not  look  at  economic  impacts  unless 
there  was  a direct  environmental  or  physically  visible 
impact.  Mr.  Irons  agreed  to  show  the  Commission 
before  the  August  9,  2005,  regular  meeting  a draft  of 
what  would  be  submitted  to  MEA.  Commissioner  Brooks 
asked  for  confirmation  that  there  would  be  a modeling 
memo.  Ms.  Leal  replied  that  staff  would  answer  the 
question  that  was  advanced  and  how  much  money  this 
would  take  and  what  consulting  information  would  be 
needed. 

6.  Old/Ongoing  Business  by  Commissioners 
There  was  no  discussion. 

7.  Introduction  of  New  Business  by  Commissioners 

Vice  President  Caen  publicly  commended  the  public 
transit  system  for  the  free  rides  on  July  26,  2005,  and 
asked  that  a letter  be  sent  to  the  agency  commending 
them  for  this  special  service. 

8.  Commission  Business 

Commissioner  Brooks  asked  if  it  was  possible  to 
combine  the  Old/Ongoing  Business,  New  Business,  and 
Commission  Business  agenda  items  as  there  appeared 
to  be  some  overlap.  Commissioner  Normandy  opined 
that  the  line  items  addressed  very  specific  divisions,  but 
stated  he  was  agreeable  to  reformatting  the  agenda. 
The  Commissioners  agreed  this  change  was  agreeable. 

9.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 

a)  Water  System  Improvement  Program 

Mr.  Irons  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (BOS) 
heard  three  WSIP  items  the  previous  week:  (1)  Parsons 
Water  and  Infrastructure  contract  for  $38  million,  (2) 
Jacobs  Associates  contract  for  $14.8  million,  and  (3) 
Supplemental  appropriation  for  $161  million.  He  noted 
the  first  two  were  approved  and  the  last  one  required  a 
second  hearing.  He  stated  a task  order  would  be  issued 
soon  for  the  Parsons  contract  which  would  focus  on  a 
validation  of  the  existing  system,  the  existing  program 
as  it  related  to  the  scope  of  work  on  all  of  the  projects, 
the  schedule  on  all  of  the  projects,  and  the  budget.  He 
noted  this  work  was  expected  to  be  completed  and 
available  before  the  first  Commission  meeting  in 
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October.  He  stated  that  he  expected  a 30-day  public 
hearing  process  as  part  of  AB  1823  reporting 
requirements  and  that  staff  expected  to  submit  to  the 
State  in  November  2005  an  updated  scope  of  work  and 
updated  schedule.  He  noted  the  projected  issuance  of 
certification  of  the  contract  was  about  four  weeks 
behind  schedule.  He  also  reminded  the  Commission  that 
there  was  a state  requirement  for  an  annual  report  due 
September  1,  2005,  to  the  various  State  agencies. 

Mr.  Jensen  reminded  the  Commission  there  were  two 
reports  due:  (1)  Progress  report  on  the  one-year  period 
ending  June  30,  2005  - due  September  1,  2005;  and 
(2)  Report  on  changes  in  the  WSIP  - due  November, 
2005.  He  advised  the  Commission  not  to  combine  the 
two  reports. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Stan  Gage,  BAWSCA  member,  stated  that  the 
SFPUC  had  consistently  missed  promises  and 
questioned  whether  future  deadlines  would  be  met.  He 
stated  there  were  no  materials  by  which  to  measure  any 
progress  made. 

b)  Change  Orders 

Mr.  Irons  reported  he  had  been  meeting  with  Ms.  Ivy 
Fine,  the  SFPUC's  new  Director  of  Contracts,  and  with 
the  various  City  department  heads  to  address  the 
change  order  problem  in  a City-wide  fashion.  He  stated 
part  of  the  problem  was  the  low  number  of  bidders  for 
contracts  and  that  they  were  not  reflective  of  the  actual 
projects.  President  Sklar  replied  that  most  change 
orders  occurred  because  the  drawings  and  specifications 
were  incomplete,  incomprehensible,  or  contradictory 
and  that  this  should  be  the  focus  along  with  any 
administrative  changes.  Commissioner  Brooks  asked 
that  Requests  for  Proposals  and  Qualifications  needed  to 
be  laid  out  better  and  noted  many  companies  in  the 
construction  industry  did  not  want  to  bid  on  City  work. 

c)  Retail  Conservation  Program 

Ms.  Dana  Haasz,  Water  Conservation  Manager, 
presented  the  conservation  program  for  FY  2005-2006 
which  would  include  implementation,  research, 
regulation,  tracking,  outreach,  and  education.  She 
stated  implementation  would  occur  through  traditional 
rebate  programs  and  a market-based  approach. 
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allowing  creativity  to  achieve  water  savings.  She 
reported  the  progrann  goals  included:  (1)  expanding  the 
incentive  program,  (2)  launching  a "green"  hotel 
program,  (3)  initiating  market  transformation  from  ultra 
low-flow  toilets  to  high  efficiency  toilets,  (4)  developing 
market/savings-based  approaches,  and  (5)  identifying 
future  opportunities  and  addressing  their 
implementation  challenges.  There  was  discussion 
regarding  future  opportunities  with  graywater  systems, 
waterless  urinals,  cooling  towers,  and  laundry  recycling 
systems. 

The  Commission  urged  Ms.  Flaasz  to  continue  pursuing 
an  aggressive  conservation  program  including  penalties 
as  well  as  incentives  at  wholesale  and  retail  levels.  The 
Commission  urged  the  staff  to  work  to  ensure  that  best 
practices  were  spread  throughout  the  entire  user 
community,  not  just  the  San  Francisco  retail  customer 
group. 

Mr.  Jensen  was  asked  for  his  input  from  BAWSCA's 
perspective.  He  stated  a staff  member  of  BAWSCA  was 
meeting  with  Ms.  Haasz  soon  to  discuss  these  ideas  and 
noted  BAWSCA  had  a Water  Resource  Management 
Group  that  met  regularly  and  would  be  interested  in 
expanding  their  programs  and  joining  with  the  SFPUC. 

Ms.  Leal  stated  SFPUC  staff  would  come  up  with 
regulations  and  ordinances  for  the  BOS  to  pass  in  order 
to  implement  an  aggressive  conservation  program. 

d)  Southeast  Community  Issues 

Ms.  Leal  reported  a Community  Night  was  scheduled  for 
July  27,  2005,  at  the  Southeast  Community  Facility.  She 
stated  over  1,200  invitations  were  sent  to  residents, 
merchant  groups,  and  community  organizations. 

10.  SFPUC  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  (CAC)  Chair's 
Report 

a)  Quarterly  Update 

Mr.  David  Pascal,  CAC  Chair,  reported  three  resolutions 
were  passed  by  the  CAC  in  the  previous  quarter 
regarding:  (1)  Mayor's  Energy  Efficiency  Account 
funding,  (2)  Bay  View  Hunter's  Point  Wastewater  Plant 
funding  for  repair  and  maintenance,  and  (3)  New  SFPUC 
website.  President  Sklar  thanked  Mr.  Pascal  and  the 
members  of  the  CAC  for  their  work  on  behalf  of  the 
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residents  of  the  City. 

11.  Bay  Area  Water  Supply  & Conservation  Agency 
(BAWSCA)  General  Manager's  Report. 

a)  Economic  Evaluation  of  the  Water  Supply  Reliability 
Goal  in  the  SFPUC  Water  System  Improvement 
Program. 

Mr.  Jensen  stated  one  of  BAWSCA's  concerns  was  the 
lack  of  progress  reports  from  the  WSIP  staff  since  July 
2004,  rendering  comparisons  impossible  since  there 
was  nothing  to  compare  current  progress  to.

9.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 

a)  Water  System  Improvement  Program 

Ms.  Susan  Leal,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities, 
asked  for  direction  from  the  Commission  regarding  the

schedule  and  costs  of  the  economic  analysis  which  could 
range  from  $50,000  to  $5  million.  Ms.  Leal  agreed  to 
provide  a written  memorandum  to  the  Commissioners 
about  a proposed  timeline  and  cost  for  such  a study  and 
indicated  this  project  could  be  finished  by  December 
2005. 

President  Sklar  stated  the  first  step  would  be  to  identify 
scenarios  that  would  cause  the  least  damage  to  the 
health  of  the  economy.  Commissioner  Werbach 
remarked  the  economic  cost  for  water  delivery  and  the 
economic  cost  of  environmental  degradation  was  one 
part  of  the  equation,  and  recommended  the  SFPUC 
phrase  the  question  as,  "Flow  would  the  SFPUC  create  a 
drought  reduction  plan,  consistent  with  the 
Commission's  environmental  responsibilities,  that  would 
best  support  sustainable  industry  growth  in  the  service 
area?"  He  stated  the  focus  for  the  Commission  should 
be  on  supporting  industries  that  created  a large  number 
of  jobs. 

Mr.  Tony  Irons,  Deputy  General  Manager  of  Capital 
Projects,  reiterated  that  economic  effects  were  not 
considered  part  of  the  environmental  review  process 
unless  the  economic  effect  caused  an  environmental 
blight.  Mr.  Irons  reported  the  SFPUC  submitted  a 
program  description  to  the  City  Planning  Department 
that  included  a preferred  alternative  relative  to  drought 
water  supply  reduction  and  four  options  for  water 
supply  that  considered  many  of  the  options  available. 

He  noted  this  would  result  in  12  separate  scenarios  to 
analyze  regarding  drought  reduction;  however,  Mr. 

Irons  suggested  the  SFPUC  stay  with  the  four  variations 
proposed. 

Mr.  Irons  reported  staff  was  working  on  status  reports 
that  would  be  available  by  September  1,  2005,  which 
would  include  where  a project  was,  what  progress  had 
been  made  since  December  2004,  when  a project 
update  was  provided,  what  was  achieved  since  the  last 
report,  what  the  objective  was,  and  any  problems 
identified.  Mr.  Irons  relayed  the  Parsons  contract  had 
been  certified  and  they  would  be  appearing  before  the 
Commission  in  October  with  a report  on  their  findings 
regarding  the  scope,  costs,  and  schedule  of  the  entire 
program.  He  further  reported  there  would  be  a one- 
month  public  comment  period  following  the  report,  with 
the  possibility  of  the  Commission  adopting  the  report  at 
a November  meeting  and  subsequently  forwarding  the 
report  to  the  State. 
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Vice  President  Caen  arrived  at  2:29  P.M. 

b)  Wastewater  Master  Plan 

Mr.  Tom  Franza,  Assistant  General  Manager  of 
Wastewater,  provided  an  overview  of  the  history  of  the 
sewer  system  in  San  Francisco,  starting  with  the  Master 
Plans  developed  in  1899,  1935,  and  1974.  He  stated  his 
presentation  would  provide  background  and  food  for 
thought  for  the  workshops  which  were  expected  to 
provide  an  in-depth  look  at  wastewater  issues.  He 
reported  the  Wastewater  Master  Plan  (WMP)  would 
include  several  interdependent  programs  - the  Planning 
and  Engineering  Plan  would  use  a systematic  approach 
to  assess  improvements  needed  and  evaluate  project 
alternatives  and  a public  participation  program  would 
include  Public  Education  and  Outreach  for  input.  Mr. 
Franza  stated  he  expected  a facilities  plan  and  a 
financial  plan  would  result  from  the  programs.  Mr. 

Franza  was  asked  to  include  consideration  of 
nonengineering  solutions  for  some  of  the  wastewater 
issues.  President  Sklar  asked  Mr.  Franza  to  consult  with 
staff  and  former  staff  who  worked  on  thel974t  WMP. 

Mr.  Franza  agreed  to  do  this. 

c)  Southeast  Community  Issues 

Ms.  Leal  reported  the  SFPUC  held  a very  successful 
Community  Night  on  July  27,  2005,  with  over  200 
people  in  attendance  at  the  Southeast  Community 
Facility.  She  stated  the  program  consisted  of 
information  on  the  SFPUC's  overall  work  and 
information  about  the  9910  Program  and  the 
Community  Scholars  of  Success  Program,  both  of  which 
involved  employing  young  people  in  jobs. 

Ms.  Leal  reported  installation  of  a 225  kw  solar  system 
had  begun  at  the  Southeast  Treatment  Plant.  She  also 
reported  the  Budget  Analyst  had  completed  their 
management  audit  of  the  SFPUC  and  relayed  that  while 
she  found  the  recommendations  to  be  helpful,  they 
were  not  detailed  enough  to  provide  a real  work  plan  for 
the  agency.

SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 
Power  Enterprise  Workshop 

23.  Presentation  and  discussion  of  the  Power 
Enterprise's  Draft  Business  Plan. 

Ms.  Barbara  Flale,  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Power, 
began  the  presentation  by  stating  the  Power 
Enterprise's  (PE)  goal  was  to  optimize  the  operation  of 
the  hydroelectric  system  under  the  SFPUC's  "water  first" 
policy.  President  Sklar  asked  if  the  PE  had  a role  in 
improving  and  reducing  the  cost  of  services.  Ms  Flale 
replied  the  Charter  gave  the  SFPUC  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  for  providing  energy  supplies  to  the  City  and 
should  the  City  wish  to  pursue  municipalization,  the 
SFPUC  was  the  implementing  entity.  She  further 
explained  there  was  no  legal  authority  for  the  SFPUC  to 
be  in  the  business  of  distributing  and  retailing  electric 
power.  Commissioner  Werbach  opined  the  SFPUC 
needed  to  get  its  house  in  order  to  prepare  for  the 
option  of  providing  retail  service.  Ms.  Flale  agreed  and 
stated  the  PE  had  prepared  feasibility  studies  for  two 
separate  areas  of  redevelopment  within  the  City  and 
that  this  included  the  interconnection  agreement  and 
municipalization. 

Ms.  Flale  provided  background  information  on  staffing 
and  the  budget  of  the  PE  and  reported  these  two  areas 
were  being  reorganized.  Ms.  Flale  reviewed  the 
regulatory  and  public  policy  areas  in  which  the  PE 
operated  and  the  Raker  Act,  noting  the  SFPUC  had  a 
strong  regulatory  relationship  with  the  Federal  Energy 
Regulatory  Commission  and  would  continue  to  work 
within  the  California  Independent  System  Operator  grid. 
She  further  relayed  the  PE  was  engaged  with  the 
California  PUC  and  the  California  Energy  Commission 
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(CEC)  on  a statewide  level  and  with  the  Mayor's  Office, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  (BOS),  and  the  Local  Area 
Formation  Commission  at  the  local  level.  She  stated  she 
was  planning  to  ask  for  two  things:  (1)  additional  staff 
to  participate  in  regulatory  proceedings  because  of  the 
CEC's  growing  role  in  load  forecasting  and  resource 
planning  issues  and  (2)  additional  funding  in  FY  2006- 
07  in  anticipation  of  this  work. 

President  Sklar  asked  Ms.  Flale  to  provide  a paper  that 
would  describe  what  the  SFPUC's  rights  were  under  the 
Raker  Act,  what  the  SFPUC  would  like  them  to  be,  and 
what  would  need  to  be  overcome  to  move  towards 
growing  a larger  municipal  load.  Ms.  Flale  relayed  the  PE 
needed  to  improve  their  ability  to  operate  within  the 
regulatory  market. 

Ms.  Sandra  Rovetti,  Manager  of  Retail  Services, 
provided  a detailed  overview  of  the  existing  load 
obligations  and  customers  served.  There  was  discussion 
about  serving  Treasure  Island  as  a new  customer  as  a 
City  established  agency  which  was  part  of  the  City- 
adopted  budget. 

Mr.  Sam  Larano,  Redevelopment  Manager,  provided  an 
overview  about  redevelopment  at  Flunters  Point 
Shipyard  and  Treasure  Island.  Fie  indicated  there  would 
be  a shortfall  in  the  budget  of  $300,000  - $500,000  in 
Fiscal  Year  2005-2006  because  of  the  current  rate 
structure  on  Treasure  Island  and  that  rates  would  need 
to  be  increased  in  the  upcoming  fiscal  year.  Fie  reported 
the  PE  submitted  to  the  BOS  a feasibility  study  for  the 
creation  of  a public  power  utility.  Fie  stated  additional 
staff  and  technical  support  would  need  to  be  added  to 
meet  the  January  2006  deadline  which  would  include 
load  analyses.  Upon  questioning,  Mr.  Larano  stated  the 
feasibility  study  would  provide  details  on  whether  or  not 
operating  a utility  would  be  a viable  profit  center  for  the 
SFPUC. 

Mr.  Larano  reported  the  PE  was  going  through  a similar 
process  for  Flunters  Point  Shipyard  and  was  evaluating 
the  merits  of  being  the  electric  service  provider  for  the 
Shipyard.  Fie  explained  the  Shipyard  was  a Superfund 
site  and  the  electric  load  at  the  Shipyard  changed  as  the 
Navy  cleaned  up  the  property.  Fie  further  explained  the 
clean-up  schedule  was  uncertain  which  caused  difficulty 
in  coming  up  with  an  accurate  financial  analysis. 
President  Sklar  noted  the  Navy's  record  on  clean-up 
dates  was  not  good  and  that  the  PE  should  focus  on 
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what  was  real. 

Mr.  Camron  Samii,  Power  Purchasing  Manager, 
explained  the  resource  portfolio  which  was  the  total 
amount  produced  as  a by-product  of  the  water  at  Fletch 
Hetchy.  Fie  reported  on  the  interconnection  agreement 
with  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (PG&E),  provided 
details  on  the  Calpine  Agreement,  and  addressed  risk 
management  issues. 

Mr.  John  Doyle,  Manager  of  Energy  Generation, 
reported  on  renewable  energy  and  stated  he  had  been 
looking  at  renewable  technologies  with  a specific  focus 
on  photovoltaics  and  provided  a list  of  projects  that  had 
been  completed  or  were  being  studied  for  future 
development.  There  was  discussion  about  increasing 
renewable  resources  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  and  moving  forward  with  a project  to  produce 
and  use  power  on-site  for  private  industry. 

Noting  the  time.  President  Sklar  stated  the  report  on 
renewables  was  not  finished  and  the  other  items  under 
the  Power  Enterprise  presentation  would  be  postponed 
with  the  exception  of  the  report  on  the  Interconnection 
Agreement  with  PG&E. 

Ms.  Rovetti  reminded  the  Commission  that  SFPUC  was 
currently  in  three  different  venues  of  litigation  with 
PG&E.  She  explained  in  detail  the  filing  regarding 
replacing  the  interconnection  agreement.  President 
Sklar  took  exception  to  PG&E's  filing  and  stated  PG&E's 
actions  were  unconscienable  and  would  not  be 
tolerated.  After  a detailed  report  on  PG&E's  proposal. 
President  Sklar  asked  his  fellow  Commissioners  whether 
or  not  there  needed  to  be  a public  education  campaign 
on  PG&E's  recent  actions.  Fie  also  asked  the  General 
Manager  what  actions  could  be  taken  outside  the  legal 
front  on  this  issue.  Ms.  Flale  replied  the  SFPUC  could 
build  its  own  transmission  line  using  current  technology. 
She  noted  SFPUC  had  the  right-of-way,  while  PG&E  did 
not.  President  Sklar  asked  Ms.  Leal  to  put  together  a 
campaign  to  describe  these  challenges,  what  PG&E  was 
doing,  and  the  level  of  morality  and  honor  PG&E  were 
operating  under,  and  asked  that  the  PE  continue  with 
the  preliminary  work  necessary  for  the  construction  of 
an  interconnection  line.

a)  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  Update 

Mr.  Irons  introduced  Mr.  Jess  Yoder,  Senior  Vice 
President  of  Parsons  Water  and  Infrastructure  (PWI), 
who  provided  the  WSIP/Parsons  update.  Mr.  Irons 
stated  PWI  was  asked  to  provide  an  independent 
assessment  of  the  WSIP  and  their  recommendations. 

Mr.  Yoder  described  the  process  PWI  was  following  and 
outlined  the  sequence  of  events,  indicating  that  they 
were  on  schedule.  He  described  the  six  different  teams 
composed  of  engineers  and  construction  managers  who 
were  studying  the  following  project  areas  for  this 
report:  (1)  pump  stations,  (2)  pipelines,  (3)  dams,  (4) 
reservoirs,  (5)  groundwater,  and  (6)  recycled  water. 

Public  Comment 

Mr.  Art  Jensen,  General  Manager  of  Bay  Area  Water 
Supply  & Conservation  Agency,  remarked  the  Parsons 
team  was  well  qualified  and  extremely  well  organized. 

Mr.  Irons  reported  a draft  report  was  expected  to  be 
delivered  to  the  General  Manager  on  October  3,  2005, 
and  that  the  Commissioners  would  receive  it  the  same 
week.  He  anticipated  a discussion  on  the  WSIP/PWI 
update  on  October  11,  2005,  and  that  the  draft  report 
would  be  posted  shortly  after  this  meeting,  with  formal 
action  on  the  report  calendared  to  be  taken  at  the 
November  22,  2005,  Commission  meeting. 

President  Sklar  asked  for  a workshop  to  discuss  the  20 
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major  projects  before  the  October  11,  2005,  regular 
meeting. 

Mr.  Jensen  clarified  there  were  two  reports  being 
discussed:  (1)  the  WSIP/PWI  draft  report,  and  (2)  the 
report  that  would  be  submitted  to  the  State.

Mr.  Francisco  Da  Costa,  Environmental  Justice 
Advocates,  reported  the  residents  close  to  the  power 
plants  were  adversely  impacted  and  challenged  the 
Commission  to  hold  a meeting  at  Middlepoint  and  stated 
the  Commission  would  find  that  the  community  is 
opposed  to  the  proposed  combustion  turbine  plants. 

Commissioner  Brooks  asked  that  staff  do  more  than 
provide  notification  to  the  community  about  the  plans 
for  the  plants  and  expressed  disappointment  that  not 
enough  had  been  done  to  clean  up  the  problem. 
President  Sklar  noted  that  some  of  these  issues  were 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  on  the 
Environment  and  that  while  they  were  not  ideal,  the 
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plants  were  the  best  available  solution.  He  remarked 
that  some  generating  capacity  was  needed  in  this  area 
and  there  would  be  far  less  pollution  than  exists  today 
once  the  two  plants  were  closed  and  upon  the 
completion  of  the  Jefferson  Martin  transmission  line  and 
use  of  these  generators.  President  Sklar  reiterated  the 
importance  of  securing  the  shutdown  of  the  Hunters 
Point  and  Potrero  Plants  when  these  tasks  were 
completed.

Ms.  Barbara  Hale,  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Power, 
continued  with  the  Power  Enterprise  Workshop.  It  was 
agreed  that  only  a portion  of  the  workshop  would  be 
presented  and  the  rest  would  be  continued  to  a future 
meeting. 

Mr.  John  Doyle,  Water  and  Power  Resources  Manager, 
presented  on  Renewable  Energy  and  reviewed  the 
photovoltaic,  co-generation,  wave  energy,  tidal  energy, 
wind,  and  distributed  photovoltaic  projects  completed 
and  under  consideration  and  development  at  the 
SFPUC.  Mr.  Doyle  explained  some  of  the  challenges 
facing  the  Power  Enterprise,  including  revising  the  goals 
of  the  San  Francisco  Electricity  Resource  Plan  so  they 
were  more  realistic. 

Commissioner  Brooks  asked  how  long  it  would  take  to 
put  together  a plan  with  cost  estimates  to  put  in  lines 
and  start  moving  away  from  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  (PG&E).  Mr.  Irons  replied  such  a plan  could  be 
available  within  a month. 

Mr.  Eric  Sandler,  Manager  of  Finance,  reported  on  the 
2001  Proposition  B Solar  Bonds,  stating  the  proposition 
as  written  was  unworkable  as  the  provisions  were 
impossible  to  meet;  therefore,  the  $100  million  would 
not  be  available.  President  Sklar  asked  that  the 
community  be  made  aware  that  this  alleged  money  was 
not  available  and  that  the  Proposition  had  a poison  pill 
within  it  that  made  it  a sham. 

Mr.  Gary  Oto,  Energy  Efficiency  Procurement  Manager, 
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presented  on  Energy  Efficiency  and  provided 
information  on  completed  projects  and  some  of  the 
projects  currently  in  progress.  He  reported  staff  was 
working  on  identifying  cost-effective  energy  projects 
and  stable  funding  for  the  projects. 

Mr.  Camron  Samii,  Power  Purchasing  and  Scheduling 
Manager,  reported  on  Scheduling  and  Settlements  and 
stated  their  principle  responsibility  was  to  purchase 
power  and  schedule  generation,  but  there  was  an 
increased  need  for  staff  to  provide  information  related 
to  litigation,  contracts,  and  settlements.  He  stated  the 
Power  Enterprise  planned  to  add  staff  and  capital 
improvement  proposals  in  the  Fiscal  Year  2006-2007 
budget. 

Commissioner  Brooks  asked  for  a hearing  on  public 
power  and  what  it  meant,  including  how  much  it  would 
cost  to  take  over  PG&E's  lines,  the  legal  ramifications, 
financial  costs,  and  what  other  cities  have  done  (both 
positives  and  negatives).  President  Sklar  asked  for  a 
compilation  of  reading  material  on  the  history  of  public 
power  in  San  Francisco  before  the  hearing. 
Commissioner  Brooks  stated  he  had  a fundamental 
problem  with  taking  over  someone's  lines.  Mr.  Irons 
replied  staff  would  put  the  package  of  materials 
together  and  then  calendar  a discussion  on  the 
workshop.

Water  System  Improvement  Program  Assessment 
Workshop 

3.  Presentation  and  discussion  of  the  Water  System 
Improvement  Program  Assessment  (WSIP)  Draft 
Report. 

Ms.  Susan  Leal,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities, 
provided  background  on  the  Assessment  Team  (AT) 
from  the  Program  Management  Consultants  (PMC)  - 
Parsons  and  CH2Mhill.  She  stated  the  AT  used  Goals 
and  Objectives  the  Commission  developed  during  the 
WSIP  workshops  and  confirmed  the  majority  of  the 
Commission's  recommendations  were  appropriate.  She 
relayed  the  AT  also  made  additional  recommendations 
and  provided  options  for  the  Program,  and  asked  the 
Commissioners  to  consider  the  recommendations  as 
they  included  strong  suggestions  on  making  internal 
improvements  that  would  impact  delivery  of  the  WSIP. 

Mr.  Tony  Irons,  Deputy  General  Manager  of  Capital 
Programs,  reported  on  the  process  used  by  the  PMC  and 
stated  that  the  assessment  was  truly  independent  with 
no  pressure  from  staff  or  the  Commission.  Mr.  Irons 
introduced  the  PMC  and  SFPUC  staff  involved  with  the 
assessment. 

Mr.  Jess  Yoder,  Senior  Vice  President  of  Parsons  Water 
& Infrastructure,  reported  the  AT  reviewed  the  scope  of 
the  Program  and  whether  or  not  the  projects  were  the 
correct  ones  for  accomplishing  the  goals  and  objectives 
the  Commission  agreed  to  earlier  in  the  year.  He  stated 
they  also  studied  whether  the  schedule  and  costs  were 
complete  and  accurate  and  were  in  conformance  with 
industry  standards.  He  stated  the  new  schedule  the  AT 
developed  shows  a completion  date  of  2015  and  that  a 
cost  of  $4.1  - $5.1  billion  was  reasonable  depending 
upon  the  project  alternatives  selected. 

Ms.  Susan  Johnson,  CH2MHill  Project  Manager, 
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discussed  how  the  scope  of  the  program  was  reviewed, 
stating  reliability,  hydrologic,  and  hydraulic  models  were 
used.  She  stated  the  AT  looked  at  five  projects  in  detail: 
(1)  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  System,  (2)  Flarry  Tracy  Water 
Treatment  Plant,  (3)  Crystal  Springs/San  Andreas 
Transmission  Upgrade,  (4)  Irvington  Tunnel/Alameda 
Siphons,  and  (5)  Additional  40  mgd  Treated  Water 
Supply.  Ms.  Johnson  stated  the  AT  studied  the  level  of 
service  to  be  provided  systemwide  and  recommended 
the  SFPUC  (1)  continue  to  develop  clear  storage 
requirements,  maintenance  windows,  and  raw  water 
sources  for  the  system;  (2)  complete  the  water 
treatment  strategy;  (3)  ensure  that  the  watershed 
stewardship  policy  was  being  consistently  applied;  and 
(4)  further  develop  the  plan  for  conservation,  recycled 
water,  and  water  transfers. 

Mr.  Yoder  provided  details  on  how  the  schedules  were 
developed.  President  Sklar  asked  for  a copy  of  the 
schedule  chart  that  was  shown  at  the  meeting.  Fie 
stated  the  AT  recommended  removing  three  projects 
from  the  Programmatic  Environmental  Impact  Review 
(PEIR)  because  they  were  viewed  as  stand-alone 
projects.  Mr.  Yoder  added  the  AT  also  recommended 
development  of  more  detailed  right-of-way  phase  scales 
and  that  staff  develop  a permits  matrix  for  each  project 
that  identified  every  permit  needed.  Fie  noted  the 
schedule  they  developed  was  aggressive  and  did  not 
have  any  float  added  into  it. 

Commissioner  Brooks  arrived  at  11:53  A.M. 

Commissioner  Brooks  asked  if  any  consideration  was 
given  in  the  timeline  to  potential  lawsuits.  Mr.  Yoder 
replied  in  the  negative.  President  Sklar  pointed  out  that 
judges  rarely  stop  a project  during  a lawsuit. 

Mr.  Yoder  continued  with  a detailed  explanation  on  how 
the  program  cost  was  arrived  at,  which  included  raw 
construction  estimates,  escalation  possibilities, 
estimated  contingency  factors,  construction 
contingencies,  Art  Commission  fees,  land  and  right-of- 
way  acquisition  costs,  and  planning  activities.  There  was 
considerable  discussion  between  President  Sklar, 
Commissioner  Werbach,  and  Mr.  Yoder  regarding  the 
costs  of  the  program  and  how  the  figures  were 
calculated.  It  was  pointed  out  that  one  key  element  that 
resulted  in  increased  program  costs  were  the  higher 
contingencies  applied  to  construction  cost  estimates 
during  the  planning,  design,  and  preconstruction 
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phases.  Mr.  Yoder  also  provided  recommendations  for 
program  costs  which  included:  (1)  developing  detailed 
cost  estimating  procedures,  (2)  developing  a 
construction  management  structure  and  resource  load 
to  develop  budgets,  (3)  perform  value  engineering  on 
major  projects,  and  (4)  developing  configuration 
control. 

Organization  recommendations  from  the  AT  were 
provided  by  Mr.  Yoder,  as  was  a program  execution 
plan.  The  Organizational  recommendations  included:  (1) 
enhancing  the  program  management  organizational 
structure  by  assigning  responsibility  to  specific 
individuals  to  provide  direction  on  tasks  and  issues  that 
affect  multiple  projects;  (2)  accelerating  the 
development  of  standard  management  and  technical 
processes  and  tools,  including  project  controls,  quality 
assurance,  and  reporting  on  both  a program-wide  and 
project-specific  basis;  (3)  adding  additional  resources  to 
project  management,  environmental  review,  and 
permits  management;  (4)  determining  the  workload  at 
the  SFPUC,  other  City  departments,  and  consultants; 

(5)  defining  a decision-making  process;  and  (6) 
requiring  work  plans  for  each  project. 

Mr.  Yoder  provided  recommendations  for  the  next  steps 
for  executing  the  program,  which  included:  (1) 
developing  detailed  project  work  plans  that  focused  on 
the  next  two  years;  (2)  identifying  and  hiring  all 
resources  and  project  team  members  needed  to  execute 
each  project  work  plan;  (3)  developing  communication 
and  decision-making  plans  for  each  project;  and  (4) 
establishing  bi-weekly  progress  meetings  to  review 
progress  on  each  project. 

President  Sklar  discussed  with  Mr.  Irons  the  schedule 
for  the  next  two  months  and  reviewed  the  deadlines 
which  needed  to  be  met.  The  Commission  reminded 
staff  that  the  Regional  WSIP  needed  to  be  approved 
before  the  end  of  November  and  asked  that  the 
November  22,  2005,  meeting  be  cancelled  and  replaced 
with  a meeting  on  November  29,  2005.  They  further 
asked  staff  to  post  a notice  for  a public  hearing  on  the 
Regional  WSIP  before  the  Commission  meeting  of 
October  25,  2005.  President  Sklar  encouraged 
everybody  - the  public,  the  SFPUC  staff,  and 
stakeholders  - to  provide  input  to  the  General 
Manager's  Office  for  consideration. 

Commissioner  Brooks  was  excused  at  1:58  P.M.  and 
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returned  at  1:03  P.M. 

Public  Comments: 

Mr.  Steve  Lawrence,  San  Francisco  resident,  stated  the 
experts  at  Bechtel  and  Jacobs  thought  the  fourth 
pipeline  was  necessary  and  questioned  whether  the 
SFPUC  was  shorting  the  residents  in  local  reservoirs  by 
eliminating  it. 

Mr.  Becky  Evans,  Sierra  Club  President,  supported  the 
recommendation  for  removing  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No. 
4 and  thanked  the  SFPUC  for  working  with  the 
environmental  community. 

Ms.  Fleather  Dempsey,  Tuolumne  River  Trust,  thanked 
the  General  Manager  for  her  recommendation  not  to 
build  the  4th  pipeline. 

Ms.  Jenna  Olsen,  Tuolumne  River  Trust,  asked  the 
SFPUC  to  implement  a sustainable  water  system  and 
thanked  the  General  Manager  for  recommending  that 
the  4th  pipeline  not  be  built. 

Ms.  Jennifer  Clary,  Clean  Water  Action,  stated  they 
endorsed  the  General  Manager's  recommendation. 

President  Sklar  stated  he  understood  the 
recommendation  for  eliminating  the  fourth  pipeline  still 
enabled  the  program  to  meet  the  obligations  of  the 
SFPUC  in  ensuring  water  supply  and  that  the 
Commission  appreciated  their  stewardship 
responsibilities  and  balanced  this  with  the  water  needs 
of  the  Region. 

Commissioner  Normandy  was  excused  at  1:44  P.M.  and 
returned  at  2 P.M. 

General  Manager  Leal  was  excused  at  1:45  P.M.  and 
returned  at  1:47  P.M. 

A discussion  of  the  elimination  of  Pipeline  No.  4 ensued. 
Ms.  Margaret  Flannaford,  Project  Manager,  stated  the 
nine-mile  pipeline  alternative  to  San  Joaquin  Pipeline 
No.  4 would  meet  the  water  service  level  requirements 
and  noted  there  were  no  active  faults  that  went  across 
the  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  system. 

There  were  extensive  questions  and  discussion  among 
the  Commissioners,  SFPUC  staff,  and  the  consultants 
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regarding  the  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  alternatives,  a 
regional  desalinization  plant,  sliplining  Bay  Division 
Pipeline  3 & 4,  and  environmental  review 
recommendations. 

The  Commission  recessed  at  2:10  P.M.  and  reconvened 
the  meeting  at  2:29  P.M.  President  Sklar  announced  the 
agenda  would  be  taken  out  of  order  and  Item  8 (d) 
would  be  heard. 

8.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 

d)  O'Shaughnessy  Award  Recipients 

Ms.  Leal  presented  the  second  group  of  O'Shaughnessey 
Award  winners  to  the  Commission.  The  winners  were: 
Jina  Tin  (Water  Quality  Bureau),  Melanie  Olesiuk  (Water 
Quality  Bureau),  Walter  Melville  (Fletch  Hetchy  Water  & 
Power),  Andrea  Palmer  (City  Distribution  Division), 
Christine  Vance  (Power  Enterprise),  and  Jerilyn  Downing 
(City  Distribution  Division).  The  Parasitology  Lab  Team, 
part  of  the  Water  Quality  Bureau,  won  the  Annual 
Teamwork  Award  - which  included  Neil  Rosario,  Dina 
Jiminez,  and  Ms.  Tin. 

President  Sklar  continued  with  Item  3,  the  WSIP 
Assessment  Workshop. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Nicole  Sandkulla,  Bay  Area  Water  Supply  and 
Conservation  Agency  (BAWSCA),  read  a statement  from 
Mr.  Art  Jensen,  General  Manager  of  BAWSCA.  In 
summary,  the  statement  said  the  Assessment  raised 
serious  doubts  about  how  realistic  the  schedule  and 
budget  to  rebuild  the  water  system  was.  The  statement 
summarized  the  positive  aspects  of  the  report,  but  also 
raised  questions  about  the  adequacy  of  resources,  the 
rising  costs  of  the  project,  and  the  lack  of  provision  in 
the  schedule  and  budget  for  legal  challenges. 

Ms.  Jenna  Olsen,  representing  Bay  Area  Water 
Stewards,  asked  for  a more  regional  approach  to 
recycling,  groundwater,  and  watershed  stewardship. 

Ms.  Olsen,  speaking  on  behalf  of  Ms.  Clary,  asked  the 
Commission  to  seriously  consider  desalinization, 
environmental  justice  concerns,  and  wastewater 
recycling.  Ms.  Dempsey  asked  the  Commission  to 
highlight  the  program  recommendations  on 
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stewardship. 

Commissioner  Werbach  asked  if  the  SFPUC's 
Sustainability  Plan  would  impact  the  WSIP  or  was  the 
plan  part  of  a different  process.  Ms.  Laura  Spanjian, 
Assistant  General  Manager  of  External  Affairs,  stated 
the  Sustainability  Plan  was  for  the  entire  agency. 

The  Commission  thanked  the  Program  Management 
Consultants  and  staff  for  their  work.

3.  Presentation  and  discussion  of  the  Wastewater 
Master  Plan. 

President  Sklar  opened  the  meeting  with  remarks  about 
the  Emergency  Declaration  he  recently  signed  for 
repairs  at  the  Oceanside  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant. 
He  discussed,  in  a dialogue  with  the  General  Manager, 
the  thought  that  when  an  accident  or  incident  occurred 
which  resulted  in  personal  injury  or  property  damage  of 
significance,  that  an  internal  investigation  and  report  on 
the  circumstances  be  carried  out  under  the  direction  of 
Senior  SFPUC  personnel  to  report  to  the  General 
Manager.  He  noted  Phase  I of  the  Wastewater  Master 
Plan  (WWMP)  originally  brought  him  to  San  Francisco 
and  introduced  members  of  the  audience  who  worked 
on  Phase  I with  him.  He  reminded  the  audience  the 
Oceanside  Plant  was  recently  awarded  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency's  Plant  of  the  Year 
Award.  President  Sklar  asked  for  assurance  from  the 
Commission  Secretary  that  the  workshop  was  being 
taped  for  later  use  as  an  education  tool  by  the 
Communications  Division.  She  assured  him  it  was. 

Mr.  Tom  Franza,  Assistant  General  Manager  of 
Wastewater,  asked  for  the  Commission's  indulgence  as 
a major  portion  of  the  first  workshop  would  be  devoted 
to  the  history  of  the  system  for  educational  reasons. 

Commissioner  Normandy  arrived  at  11:40  A.M. 

President  Sklar  remarked  that  with  a proper  WWMP, 
there  should  not  be  any  more  sandbag  distribution 
days.  Commissioner  Werbach  asked  how  the  public  was 
going  to  be  involved  in  the  process.  He  asked  that  staff 
organize  and  facilitate  public  participation  in  the 
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workshops  - particularly  the  second  and  third  ones. 

Mr.  Franza  presented  a detailed  history  of  the  City's 
sewer  system  to  help  the  Commissioners  understand 
the  current  system,  its  problems,  and  its  issues.  He 
provided  basic  information  - such  as  the  definition  of 
wastewater  and  its  components  - and  why  wastewater 
needed  to  be  treated  in  terms  of  public  health  and 
safety  and  environmental  issues.  Mr.  Franza  reported  on 
the  history  of  the  Wastewater  Program,  stating  sewer 
construction  began  in  the  mid-1800's  and  followed  its 
history  to  the  present  day. 

Mr.  Franza  showed  a series  of  maps  and  diagrams 
illustrating  the  systems  watershed  area,  collection 
system,  storage/transport  structures,  combined  sewer 
system,  separate  sewer  system,  combined  sewer 
discharge,  and  pump  stations.  He  provided  information 
on  how  wastewater  was  treated,  including 
pretreatment,  primary  treatment,  storage/transport  and 
CSO  discharge,  secondary  treatment,  disinfection,  and 
solids  stabilization. 

Mr.  Franza  reported  on  the  current  wastewater  facilities, 
including  improvements  currently  underway  at  the 
North  Point  Facility,  and  the  deep  water  outfalls.  He 
stated  the  wastewater  system  was  facing  problems  such 
as  an  aging  infrastructure,  flooding,  odors,  reliability 
and  redundancy,  operating  costs,  and  regulatory  issues. 
President  Sklar  asked  Mr.  Franza  to  go  on  record  and 
state  the  SFPUC  no  longer  brings  in  tank  cars  of  chlorine 
which  could  be  used  by  terrorists.  Mr.  Franza  stated 
staff  would  investigate  with  other  City  departments  if 
chlorine  was  brought  into  the  City. 

Commissioner  Normandy  asked  if  trucking  biosolids  was 
an  issue.  Mr.  Franza  stated  that  outlying  areas  do  not 
want  to  become  the  dumping  grounds  for  biosolids. 
Commissioner  Normandy  asked  that  the  staff  be 
sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  public  - specifically  the 
Southeast  community  - and  asked  that  genuine 
communications  and  outreach  be  conducted  throughout 
the  City. 

Mr.  Tony  Winnicker,  Communications  Director,  stated 
there  would  be  extensive  public  hearings  in  the  evening 
throughout  the  City  and  community  workshops  would 
also  be  held.  He  agreed  to  make  an  effort  to  engage  the 
public  at  the  next  Wastewater  Workshop. 
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Commissioner  Werbach  asked  for  information  on  the 
latest  technology  in  the  wastewater  industry. 
Commissioner  Normandy  stated  the  key  element  was 
cost  and  thought  the  Commission  needed  to  discuss 
various  alternatives  and  options.  President  Sklar  noted 
the  Wastewater  Master  Plan  would  be  a tougher  sell 
because  the  SFPUC  was  not  under  regulatory  pressure. 
Commissioner  Normandy  replied  that  the  Proposition  A 
Water  Bonds  passed  because  concerned  citizens 
proactively  campaigned  for  them  and  stated  that  while 
the  wastewater  issues  were  not  as  pressing  to  most 
residents,  they  were  urgent  to  the  residents  in  the 
Bayview  and  Southeast  community. 

Public  Comments 

Mr.  Alex  Lantsberg,  Alliance  for  a Clean  Waterfront, 
provided  additional  historical  information  on  the  sewer 
system,  including  the  cross-town  tunnel  and  the 
inclusion  of  wastewater  treatment  in  the  Proposition  A 
water  bonds  program.  He  stressed  the  importance  of 
community  outreach  and  a planning  process  that 
included  above-ground  improvements  as  the  SFPUC 
improved  the  infrastructure  underground.  Mr.  Lantsberg 
stated  the  community  would  be  displeased  if  discharges 
through  the  Ocean  Outfall  were  increased. 

Ms.  Jennifer  Clary,  Clean  Water  Action,  stated  the  11:30 
A.M.  start  time  for  the  workshops  was  a problem  for  her 
and  she  would  not  be  able  to  attend  all  three 
workshops.  She  agreed  there  needed  to  be  a strong 
community  outreach  program.  She  stated  the  SFPUC 
would  not  need  to  sell  the  Southeast  Community  on  the 
need  for  a Capital  Improvement  Program  for  the 
wastewater  system. 

Ms.  Ruth  Gravanis,  San  Francisco  resident,  stressed  the 
importance  of  using  environmentally  friendly  and 
sustainable  technologies  when  dealing  with  the  WWMP. 

President  Sklar  reminded  the  public  that  there  were 
physical  facts  that  the  Commission  could  not  change, 
such  as  whether  to  choose  the  Ocean  or  Bay  for 
dumping.  He  stated  the  Commission  would  be  faced 
with  hard  questions  and  not  everyone  would  get  what 
they  wanted  due  to  the  physical  constraints  of  the 
issue.

President  Sklar  took  the  General  Manager's  Report  out 
of  order  and  asked  for  Items  8(c)  and  ( d ) first. 
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Commissioner  Brooks  returned  to  the  meeting  at  1:42 
P.M. 

8.  Report  of  the  General  Manager 

d)  Quarterly  Legislative  Update  - Federal 

Ms.  Laura  Spanjian,  Assistant  General  Manager  of 
External  Affairs,  announced  she  planned  to  appear 
before  the  Commission  in  January  with  a presentation 
on  the  SFPUC's  legislative  priorities.  She  stated  that 
U.S.  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein  had  been  extremely 
helpful  to  the  SFPUC  on  the  following  issues:  (1)  kept 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  fee  to  $30,000  per  year;  (2)  helped 
the  SFPUC  receive  $500,000  for  flood  prevention;  and 
(3)  intervened  with  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company's 
attempt  to  change  the  interconnection  agreement  and 
as  a result,  the  SFPUC  was  given  a six-month  extension 
to  renegotiate  this  agreement.  She  also  reported  they 
were  continuing  to  monitor  universal  and  affordable 
wireless  access  and  had  been  in  discussions  with  some 
legislators  regarding  extending  the  boundaries  of  the 
marine  sanctuary. 

Commissioner  Brooks  asked  what  the  SFPUC  policy  was 
on  funding  security  issues.  Ms.  Leal  replied  Mr.  Greg 
Suhr,  Chief  of  Security,  would  provide  this  information 
in  Closed  Session,  including  ideas  for  grant  money. 

Mr.  Daryl  Owen,  SFPUC  Washington  Lobbyist,  provided 
a backdrop  of  what  the  environment  was  like  in 
Washington  in  the  aftermath  of  the  Hurricane  Katrina 
disaster  and  the  erosion  of  the  President's  approval 
rating.  He  stated  the  White  House  was  paralyzed  with 
the  investigations  of  the  Republican  representatives  and 
White  House  staff,  causing  a vacuum  in  leadership  and 
the  inability  of  the  Republican  leadership  to  get 
anything  done.  He  provided,  as  an  example. 
Congressman  Richard  Pombo's  efforts  to  raise  the 
SFPUC's  Hetch  Hetchy  fees  and  how  they  were 
withdrawn  and  that  it  was  no  longer  an  issue.  He  stated 
he  expected  San  Francisco  to  be  left  alone  regarding 
wireless  communications.  Mr.  Owens  also  addressed  the 
wireless  issue  and  the  marine  sanctuary. 

Commissioner  Werbach  returned  to  the  meeting  at  1:57 
P.M. 

c)  Quarterly  Legislative  Update  - Local  and  State 
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Mr.  Donald  Gilbert,  Edelstein  and  Gilbert,  reported  on 
the  success  of  expediting  the  permitting  process  by 
funding  a position  at  Fish  & Game.  Fie  shared  they  were 
also  working  on  legislation  that  would  increase  the 
capacity  to  install  solar  projects.  Mr.  Gilbert  also 
discussed  the  proposed  user  fee  for  all  California  water 
agencies  and  likened  it  to  a tax.  Fie  stated  he  had  been 
working  with  all  the  legislators  to  educate  them  about 
the  proposal  to  drain  Fletch  Fletchy.  Fie  shared  the  City's 
Tech  Connect  plan  was  well  received  in  Sacramento. 

a)  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP) 

Mr.  Tony  Irons,  Deputy  General  Manager  of  Capital 
Projects,  reported  the  Draft  WSIP  report  was  posted  on 
October  21,  2005,  at  9 P.M.  and  the  30-day  public 
comment  period  began  at  that  time.  Fie  requested  that 
all  comments  be  as  specific  and  helpful  as  possible  and 
that  they  be  directed  to  the  Commission  Secretary,  who 
in  turn,  would  forward  it  to  staff  who  would  review  and 
package  it  for  the  Commissioners.  Ms.  Leal  asked  for 
direction  from  the  Commission  regarding  reviewing  and 
compiling  the  information. 

President  Sklar  asked  that  the  Commission  be  provided 
with  the  comments  every  two  weeks  by  subject  matter. 
Ms.  Leal  replied  Ms.  Julie  LaBonte,  Capital  Programs 
Executive  Manager,  would  work  on  this  project  and 
stated  staff  would  bring  amendments  to  the 
Commission  based  on  the  comments  and  the 
Commission  could  accept  or  reject  the 
recommendations  at  the  November  29,  2005,  meeting. 
Mr.  Irons  reiterated  that  the  report  would  not  be 
amended  until  after  the  public  comment  period  closed. 
Ms.  Leal  stated  staff  would  provide  copies  of  the  public 
comment  in  two  10-day  batches. 

President  Sklar  stated  he  had  three  areas  of  concern: 

(1)  The  key  to  the  program's  success  was  the  quality 
and  capability  of  the  project  management;  (2)  The  key 
tool  for  the  Project  Management  Group  was  the 
control's  program  - the  team  that  tracked  and 
monitored  schedules  and  costs;  and  (3)  Environmental 
process  and  permitting.  Fie  asked  Mr.  Irons  to  assure 
the  Commission  regarding  staff  capabilities.  Mr.  Irons 
replied  the  SFPUC  was  hiring  very  competent  people, 
including  27  recently  hired  and  21  in-house  promotions, 
and  was  working  hard  to  get  the  proper  staff  with  the 
proper  experience  in  the  proper  place. 
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Commissioner  Werbach  was  excused  from  the  meeting 
at  2:31  P.M. 

President  Sklar  remarked  the  actions  and  outcome  from 
the  November  29,  2005,  Commission  Meeting  were 
critical  and  suggested  the  Commission  Meeting  of 
December  13,  2005,  address  the  three  areas  of  concern 
he  had  raised  earlier.  Mr.  Irons  agreed  to  this. 

Commissioner  Werbach  returned  at  2:33  P.M. 

President  Sklar  asked  for  a comprehensive  report  on  the 
status  of  the  WSIP  at  the  December  13,  2005,  Regular 
Meeting.  Mr.  Irons  replied  this  could  not  be  provided 
immediately  because  of  the  November  29,  2005, 
actions,  and  proposed  providing  the  first  quarterly 
report  in  January,  2006.  President  Sklar  agreed  and 
answered  this  might  not  be  available  until  February, 
2006,  which  was  acceptable.  President  Sklar  asked  that 
the  December  13,  2005,  meeting,  which  would  include 
the  WSIP  assessment  on  the  three  areas  he  considered 
critical,  start  at  12  noon. 

b)  Natural  Gas  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company's 
(PG&E)  Forecasted  Cost  Increases 

Ms.  Barbara  Flale,  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Power, 
announced  PG&E  was  raising  the  SFPUC's  electric  and 
natural  gas  rates.  She  explained  how  the  SFPUC  worked 
with  City  departments  to  help  them  with  their  power 
needs,  and  should  a department  have  a shortfall  to 
reimburse  the  SFPUC,  staff  worked  with  them  so  that 
the  costs  could  be  reallocated  within  their  own  budgets 
or  through  the  supplemental  budget  process.  When 
questioned  about  whether  the  Commission  was 
expected  to  be  a social  service  power  provider,  Ms.  Hale 
replied  the  Commission  would  need  to  vote  to  authorize 
assuming  additional  expenses  on  behalf  of  some  of  the 
City  Departments. 

President  Sklar  requested  a breakdown  as  to  what  the 
SFPUC's  situation  was  in  regard  to  City  departments  in 
terms  of  supplying  gas  and  power.  Ms.  Leal  replied  this 
type  of  information  would  be  presented  with  the  next 
budget. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Clary  referred  to  the  Legislative  Update  and  asked 
for  clarification  on  the  CalFed  user  fees,  stating  they

President  Sklar  announced  the  November  22,  2005, 
Regular  Meeting  was  cancelled  and  rescheduled  to 
Tuesday,  November  29,  2005,  and  that  the  Water 
System  Improvement  Program  public  hearing  would  be 
held  at  that  meeting.  He  stated  the  December  13,  2005, 
Regular  Meeting  would  begin  at  12  Noon  and  the 
December  27,  2005,  meeting  was  cancelled. 

SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 

Wastewater  Workshop 

3.  Presentation  and  discussion  of  the  Wastewater 
Master  Plan  (WWMP). 

Mr.  Tom  Franza,  Assistant  General  Manager  of 
Wastewater,  began  Workshop  Two  by  introducing  the 
staff  working  on  the  WWMP.  He  introduced  Mr.  Jon 
Loicano  as  the  leader  of  the  WWMP. 

Mr.  Loicano,  Project  Director  of  the  WWMP,  reported 
there  were  three  consultants  working  on  the  Plan  and 
they  were  broken  up  into  three  specific  areas  of 
expertise:  (1)  Corolla  was  helping  with  project 
management  of  the  overall  Plan  and  with  the  ocean 
outfalls,  (2)  Brown  & Caldwell  was  involved  with  the 
treatment,  and  (3)  Circle  Point  was  involved  with 
flooding  issues  and  overflows.  He  explained  these 
contractors  were  then  broken  up  into  three  areas  with 
subdivisions: 

(1)  Team  A had  project  management,  asset 
management,  and  outfall;  (2)  Team  B had  treatment 
plant  expertise  and  decentralization;  and  (3)  Team  C 
focused  on  the  collection  system  and  odor  control. 

Mr.  Loicano  stated  his  intention  was  to  talk  about  the 
process,  the  public  process,  levels  of  service,  and 
evaluation  criteria.  He  provided  a brief  recap  of 
Workshop  One,  noting  the  previous  WWMP  brought  San 
Francisco  into  compliance  with  all  regulatory  permit 
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issues.  He  listed  the  problems  and  issues  being 
addressed:  (1)  aging  infrastructure,  (2)  flooding,  (3) 
odors,  (4)  reliability  and  redundancy,  (5)  operating 
costs,  and  (6)  regulatory  issues.  He  further  stated  the 
goals  of  Workshop  Two  were  to  discuss  the  process  and 
approach,  goals,  levels  of  service,  and  evaluation 
criteria.  Mr.  Loicano  explained  the  sequencing  schedule 
and  integration  of  the  workshops,  the  neighborhood 
presentations,  the  public  workshops,  the  Citizens 
Advisory  Committee  meetings,  and  the  Technical 
Advisory  Committee  meetings. 

Commissioner  Normandy  arrived  at  11:56  A.M. 

Mr.  Tony  Winnicker,  Communications  Director, 
explained  the  public  outreach  being  planned  was 
aggressive  and  similar  to  how  the  workshops  were 
conducted  for  the  rate  hearings  and  he  expected 
members  of  the  public  to  attend  once  the  meetings 
were  in  the  neighborhoods  and  could  see  how  the 
WWMP  would  affect  them.  Commissioner  Werbach 
stated  he  was  interested  in  identifying  leaders  in  the 
Southeast  community  who  were  interested  in  the 
WWMP. 

Mr.  Loiacono  reviewed  the  Wastewater  Enterprise's 
(WWE)  mission  statement  and  stated  the  goals  of  the 
WWMP  were  the  following:  (1)  develop  long-term  vision 
and  strategies  to  meet  the  WWE  mission  (30  years),  (2) 
provide  detailed  roadmap,  (3)  estimate  funding 
requirement,  and  (4)  hold  a fair  and  open  planning 
process.  He  stated  the  Levels  of  Service  would  include: 
(1)  seismic  and  structural  reliability,  (2)  reliability  and 
redundancy,  (3)  neighborhood  and  environmental 
impacts,  (4)  conservation  of  natural  resources,  and  (6) 
land,  air,  and  water  regulations.  President  Sklar  stated 
repair  and  replacement  should  be  treated  as  normal 
operating  maintenance  and  that  this  should  be 
budgeted  every  year  and  not  be  part  of  a master  capital 
program. 

Mr.  Loiacano  explained  the  evaluation  criteria,  stating 
the  staff  looked  at:  (1)  Environmental/Social/Cultural 
impacts  to  water,  land,  and  air;  (2)  Natural 
Resources/Sustainability  uses  of  land,  fuel  and 
electricity,  chemicals,  and  construction  materials;  (3) 
Functional  and  technical  reliability  and  redundancy, 
ease  of  operation,  performance,  regulatory  compliance, 
and  disposal  issues;  and  (4)  Economic  costs  in 
operations  and  maintenance,  life  cycles,  cost  benefit 
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ratios,  and  rate  impacts.  He  stated  the  Commissioners 
would  be  provided  with  alternatives  for  meeting  the 
goals  of  the  WWMP  and  provided  a schedule  for  master 
planning  and  environmental  review.  He  concluded  by 
stating  the  next  workshop  would  be  on  December,  13, 
2005,  and  the  first  WWMP  Public  Workshop  would  be 
held  in  early  2006. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Jennifer  Clary,  Clean  Water  Action,  commented  on 
Commissioner  Werbach's  suggestion  about  public 
participation,  stating  more  people  needed  to  be  brought 
into  the  process  instead  of  funneling  everything  through 
a couple  of  community  leaders.  Commissioner  Werbach 
expressed  his  appreciation  of  Ms.  Clary's  concerns. 

Mr.  David  Pilpel,  San  Francisco  resident,  asked  the 
Commissioners  to  pay  attention  to  the  boundaries  of  the 
wastewater  basins  and  explore  ways  to  shift  some  of 
the  flows  from  their  traditional  drainage  directions  to 
balance  the  load. 

Mr.  Brett  Beckham,  Living  Architecture,  stated  he 
designed  alternative  wastewater  systems  and  looked 
forward  to  working  with  the  Commissioners  on 
economically  and  environmentally  beneficial  systems. 

President  Sklar  expressed  his  disappointment  that  the 
process  was  lengthy  and  urged  that  work  in  the  capital 
and  maintenance  programs  ensure  that  the  system 
reach  a "state  of  good  repair"  and  be  advanced  as  long 
as  they  were  not  inconsistent  with  the  goals  of  the 
wastewater  program  and  that  the  budget  each  year 
reflect  those  needs.  Ms.  Leal  replied  the  schedule  had 
already  been  condensed.  Mr.  Loicano  stated  he  agreed 
with  President's  Sklar's  suggestion. 

Staff  Recommendation:  Discussion  only.  Workshop  Two, 
in  a series  of  three  Wastewater  Master  Plan  (WWMP) 
Workshops.  Workshop  Two  will  discuss  the  WWMP 
process  and  approach,  project  goals,  levels  of  service, 
and  evaluation  criteria.

Mr.  Carlin  reported  the  Plan  was  consistent  with  the 
direction  given  by  the  Commission  on  water  system 
reliability,  drought  planning,  and  wholesale  reliability. 

He  informed  the  Commission  there  would  be  a 
workshop  in  December  with  the  wholesale  customers  on 
conservation  and  recycling.  He  stated  the  State  of 
California  would  look  at  the  Plan  when  considering 
funding  grants  on  conservation. 

Responding  to  a question  from  President  Sklar,  Mr. 

Carlin  assured  the  Commission  that  the  Plan  was 
consistent  with  earlier  staff  and  Commission  actions  and 
reports  and  was  reiteration  of  existing  plans  and 
policies. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Jennifer  Clary,  Clean  Water  Action  and  Bay  Area 
Water  Stewards,  asked  for  a couple  of  pie  charts  to  help 
explain  the  mix  of  local  and  outside  sources. 

Mr.  Emeric  Kalman,  San  Francisco  resident,  asked  for 
more  time  for  the  public  to  review  the  Plan.  He  asked 
for  a copy  of  the  previous  document  so  a comparison 
could  be  made,  along  with  a summary  of  all  the 
changes,  additions,  and  amendments  to  the  previous 
report.  President  Sklar  asked  Ms.  Laura  Spanjian, 
Assistant  General  Manager  of  External  Affairs,  through 
the  General  Manager,  to  provide  this  information. 

Staff  Recommendation:  Presentation  and  discussion 
only  on  the  Draft  2005  Urban  Water  Management  Plan 
for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  document 
includes  countywide  demand  projections  to  the  year 
2030,  compares  available  water  supplies  to  meet 
demands,  and  presents  water  demand  management 
measures  to  reduce  long-term  water  demand. 

President  Sklar  reminded  the  audience  there  would  be 
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no  meeting  on  November  22nd  and  that  the  next 
meeting  would  occur  on  November  29th,  2005. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  discuss,  the  meeting 
was  adjourned  at  1:46  P.M.

3.  Approval  of  Minutes 

The  minutes  of  the  November  29,  2005,  Regular 
Meeting  were  continued  to  the  December  13,  2005, 
meeting. 

4.  Public  Comments 

Mr.  Kimo  Crossman,  San  Francisco  resident,  submitted 
a 24-hour  meeting  disclosure  request  to  President  Sklar 
regarding  the  city-wide  wireless  initiative.  He  indicated 
he  would  also  send  the  request  electronically  by  the  end 
of  the  day. 

Ms.  Jenna  Olsen,  Executive  Director  of  the  Tuolumne 
River  Trust  (TRT),  announced  she  would  be  leaving  TRT 
in  January  and  introduced  Mr.  Eric  Wesselman,  the 
incoming  Executive  Director. 

Mr.  Wesselman,  who  has  served  as  convener  for  the 
California  Urban  Water  Conservation  Council,  stated  he 
looked  forward  to  continuing  the  successful  relationship 
between  the  TRT  and  the  SFPUC. 

5.  Communications 
There  was  no  discussion. 

6.  Commissioners'  Questions  and  Matters 

a)  Old/Ongoing  Business  by  Commissioners 

b)  Introduction  of  New  Business  by  Commissioners 

President  Sklar  asked  for  Commissioner  concurrence 
regarding  providing  guidance  to  SFPUC  staff  in  their 
discussions  on  renewal  of  the  water  sales  contract 
regarding  using  a carrot  and  stick  approach  to  maximize 
conservation  and  optimize  recycling  among  all  the 
wholesale  and  retail  customers.  The  idea  that  recycling 
and  conservation  should  generate  additional  water 
supply  was  suggested  as  a general  policy.  The 
Commissioners  indicated  their  concurrence  with  these 
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recommendations.  The  General  Manager  and  Mr. 

Michael  Carlin,  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Water, 
indicated  an  understanding  and  support  for  this  policy. 

A discussion  of  water  pricing  as  a conservation 
mechanism  was  deferred,  but  the  same  philosophy  was 
agreed  to  by  the  Commission. 

c)  Commission  Business 

President  Sklar  recommended  that  only  Items  9 and  11 
be  heard  and  that  all  other  agenda  items  be  continued 
to  the  meeting  of  December  13,  2005.  This 
recommendation  was  accepted  by  the  Commissioners. 

PUBLIC  HEARING 

9.  Public  blearing  to  consider  changes  to  the  "Revised 
Regional  Water  System  Improvement  Program" 

The  Commissioners  agreed  to  review  the  Draft  "Revised 
Regional  Water  System  Improvement  Program"  (WSIP) 
one  section  at  a time  as  outlined  in  the  Draft,  and 
provide  a baseline  of  projects  to  what  changes  were 
made,  what  changes  were  not  incorporated,  and  public 
comment. 

Section  1.2  San  Joaquin  Region  - Levels  of  Service 
received  the  following  comments: 

Mr.  Joselito  Laudencia,  Professional  and  Local  Engineers 
Local  21,  provided  some  history  regarding  the  working 
relationship  between  the  Joint  Union  City  Committee, 
the  SFPUC,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
how  the  collaborative  relationship  brought  more 
understanding  and  communication  between  the 
organizations  and  would  enhance  successful  delivery  of 
the  WSIP. 

Mr.  Tony  Irons,  Deputy  General  Manager  of  Capital 
Projects,  reported  the  Draft  was  posted  on  October  21, 
2005,  and  that  a total  of  66  public  comments  were 
received  and  categorized  as  follows:  (1)  programmatic 
category  which  addressed  costs,  schedules,  and  levels 
of  service;  (2)  assessment;  and  (3)  project-specific 
categories.  He  stated  all  the  comments  were  included  in 
the  materials  distributed  to  the  Commission.  Mr.  Irons 
reported  Parsons  made  206  recommendations  and 
these  were  also  all  addressed. 

Ms.  Amy  Fowler,  Santa  Clara  Valley  Water  District, 
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Stated  the  District  supported  the  program  in  general 
and  was  counting  on  the  SFPUC  to  implement  the 
program  goals  and  objectives  as  specified.  She  opined 
that  any  decrease  in  levels  of  service  could  result  in 
significant  negative  impacts  to  water  resources  with 
environmental  and  socio-economic  consequences.  Ms. 
Fowler  relayed  the  District  supported  the  goal  to 
increase  long-term  water  supply  reliability  through 
conservation,  recycling,  and  desalination. 

Ms.  Olsen  reiterated  the  comments  made  in  a letter 
from  Bay  Area  Water  Stewards  (BAWS)  and  found  the 
SFPUC  response  to  their  comment  less  than  desired. 

She  stated  the  BAWS  comment  referred  to  water  flows 
and  watershed  stewardship,  while  the  SFPUC  comment 
only  referred  to  water  flows.  Ms.  Olsen  stated  BAWS 
believed  the  level  of  service  for  watershed  stewardship 
needed  to  be  established  so  there  could  be  a benchmark 
for  measuring  progress. 

Mr.  Art  Jensen,  General  Manager  of  Bay  Area  Water 
Supply  and  Conservation  Agency  (BAWSCA),  stated 
they  did  not  contest  any  of  the  information  in  the  report 
on  the  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  hydraulic  evaluation  nor 
suggested  any  changes.  He  reported  BAWSCA  did  have 
questions  to  be  raised  later  regarding  the  San  Joaquin 
Pipeline  and  developing  other  assumptions  or  planning 
design  criteria  with  respect  to  levels  of  service  goals. 

Mr.  Jensen  requested  the  Commission  address  how 
water  would  be  distributed  within  the  three  regions  after 
an  earthquake  so  that  communities  could  plan 
effectively. 

Ms.  Margaret  Hannaford,  Senior  Project  Manager, 
provided  an  overview  of  Section  2.1.3  - San  Joaquin 
Pipeline  System.  Ms.  Hannaford  was  questioned 
extensively  by  President  Sklar  so  the  Commission  could 
ascertain  with  certainty  that  concerns  about  delivery 
capability  and  maintainability  were  considered  by  Ms. 
Hannaford  in  making  her  recommendations.  She 
assured  the  Commission  on  all  counts. 

Mr.  John  Rizzo,  Sierra  Club  - San  Francisco  Bay  Chapter 
Chair,  stated  the  Sierra  Club  agreed  with  Mr.  Jensen 
and  thought  the  best  way  to  move  the  WSIP  forward 
was  to  go  with  the  recommendations  as  described  by 
Ms.  Hannaford. 

Mr.  Steve  Lawrence,  San  Francisco  resident,  stated  he 
had  doubts  about  the  project  because  the  schedule  did 
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not  plan  for  drought  years  and  a post-drought  scenario. 

Ms.  Heather  Dempsey,  Tuolumne  River  Trust  (TRT), 
stated  TRT  supported  the  changes  to  the  San  Joaquin 
Pipeline.  She  added  TRT  believed  the  SFPUC  should 
aggressively  pursue  more  drought  tolerant  alternative 
water  supplies  and  abandon  the  plan  to  divert  more 
water  from  the  Tuolumne  River. 

Mr.  Irons  provided  a brief  description  of  Section  2.1.4  - 
Advanced  Disinfection  and  Section  2.2.1  - Sunol  Valley 
Water  Treatment  Plant  - Treated  Water  Reservoirs. 

Mr.  Jeff  Miller,  Alameda  Creek  Alliance  (ACA)  Executive 
Director,  stated  the  WSIP  provided  the  perfect 
opportunity  to  include  some  kind  of  restoration  and 
protection  measures  in  the  Sunol  Valley. 

The  Commission  recessed  at  2:55  P.M.  and  reconvened 
at  3:09  P.M. 

Mr.  Irons  reported  there  were  no  changes  to  Section 
2.2.2  - Calaveras  Dam.  President  Sklar  stated  the 
question  was  not  whether  a dam  needed  to  be  built  or 
not,  but  how  to  deal  with  questions  regarding  fish 
releases  into  Alameda  Creek. 

Mr.  Jensen  noted  BAWSCA  submitted  comments  on  this 
project  for  the  Environmental  Impact  Review  and  did 
not  feel  their  comments  would  hold  up  adoption  of  the 
WSIP.  He  stated  BAWSCA  was  asking  for  clarification  on 
two  points:  (1)  Was  the  project  designed  to  restore  the 
volumetric  capacity  or  the  historical  yield  of  the 
reservoir?  and  (2)  Was  the  size  meant  to  serve  a 90 
percent  reliability  objective  as  well  as  an  80  percent 
reliability  objective?  Mr.  Irons  replied  it  was  being 
designed  to  its  previous  capacity. 

Mr.  Rizzo  stated  the  Sierra  Club  opposed  the  project  at 
Calaveras  Dam  as  it  was  described  to  include  a core  for 
future  expansion  and  would  slow  down  the  project  and 
waste  money.  Mr.  Rizzo  clarified  the  Sierra  Club  was  not 
opposed  to  refurbishing  the  existing  dam,  but  was 
opposed  to  the  addition  of  the  core  to  the  dam. 

President  Sklar  pointed  out  that  adding  the  core 
represented  less  than  2 percent  of  the  cost  of  the 
project  and  allowed  for  expansion  should  the  need  arise 
without  having  to  demolish  and  rebuild  the  dam. 

President  Sklar  expressed  his  concern  about  the 
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schedule  on  the  Calaveras  Dam.  He  asked  Mr.  Irons, 
through  the  General  Manager,  to  come  back  to  the 
Commission  at  the  December  13,  2005,  meeting  with  a 
scheduling  plan  that  would  anticipate  hold-ups  to 
meeting  the  construction  schedule. 

Commissioner  Werbach  expressed  concerns  that 
potential  future  environmental  harm  could  trigger  an 
early  environmental  review.  Mr.  David  Rogers,  Project 
Manager  for  the  Sunol  Valley  Projects  and  Calaveras 
Dam,  replied  the  size  was  determined  by  its  proximity 
to  the  Calaveras  fault  and  that  demolishing  the  dam 
would  cause  more  environmental  impacts  because  of  its 
effect  at  the  Crawford  Dam. 

Mr.  Miller  stated  the  ACA  was  pleased  with  the  changes 
to  the  fishery  enhancement  project  and  relayed  they 
would  be  pleased  if  the  project  provided  benefits  for 
migrating  fish.  He  also  encouraged  the  Commission  to 
encourage  more  funding  for  watershed  acquisition  and 
restoration  money  and  that  language  be  put  in 
specifically  for  the  purpose  and  description  of  the 
project. 

The  Commissioners  asked  SFPUC  staff  for  a solution  or 
policy  to  some  of  the  environmental  issues  facing  the 
Calaveras  Dam,  including  the  drought  issue  and 
protecting  the  fish,  scorpions,  and  red-legged  frogs.  Mr. 
Irons  replied  it  would  take  months  to  come  up  with  a 
plan,  but  agreed  to  present  a progress  report  at  the  end 
of  January,  2006,  on  this  subject.  He  reminded  the 
Commission  that  he  would  also  have  a review  of  the 
status  of  the  environmental  and  permit  routes  at  that 
time. 

Mr.  Bern  Beecham,  BAWSCA  Chair,  stated  BAWSCA 
supported  implementation  of  the  plan  and  wanted  to 
help  the  SFPUC  succeed  with  it.  He  addressed  the 
significant  cost  and  scheduling  challenges  and 
encouraged  the  SFPUC  to  move  aggressively  to 
implement  the  organizational  changes  that  Parsons 
recommended  so  that  the  WSIP  could  be  completed  on 
time  and  on  budget. 

Mr.  Winchell  Hayward,  SFPUC  retiree,  referenced  a book 
he  had  sent  to  Ms.  Susan  Leal,  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities,  which  he  believed  provided  information 
regarding  obtaining  additional  sources  of  water  for  the 
Region.  He  commended  Ms.  Leal  for  her  performance  at 
the  Commonwealth  Club  defending  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
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Dam. 

Commissioner  Brooks  asked  Mr.  Beecham  to  provide 
solutions  for  the  problems  he  anticipated.  Mr.  Beecham 
replied  he  was  expressing  concern  about  the  challenges 
presented  by  such  a large  program  and  did  not  have 
alternatives  at  this  time  since  he  did  not  have  any 
specific  criticisms. 

Regarding  Section  2.2.3  - Irvington  Tunnel,  Mr.  Irons 
noted  $10  million  was  added  for  major  road 
improvements  to  allow  the  work  to  proceed.  President 
Sklar  asked  that  the  record  show  whether  a full 
examination  was  done  to  determine  the  condition  of  the 
existing  tunnel.  The  Commission  was  advised  that  even 
if  a determination  that  the  existing  tunnel  was  usable 
and  likely  to  remain  so,  that  providing  for  a back-up  to 
it  would  be  less  cost  effective  than  building  a new 
tunnel. 

Mr.  Lawrence  commented  the  tunnel  was  downsized  by 
six  inches  and  asked  whether  that  was  sufficient,  and 
noted  the  tunnel  ran  uphill  which  he  considered 
counterintuitive.  Fie  also  stated  the  last  engineering 
report  on  the  project  was  not  signed  by  Jacobs. 

There  was  no  discussion  on  2.2.4  - Alameda  Siphons. 
Regarding  2.2.5  - Additional  40  mgd  Treated  Water 
Supply,  Mr.  Irons  stated  there  was  a request  that  the 
budget  be  reduced  by  $2.56  million  because  of  the 
deletion  of  an  unnecessary  electrical  substation. 

There  was  no  discussion  on  the  remainder  of  the  Sunol 
Valley  Region  projects,  until  2.2.9  - Alameda  Creek 
Fishery  Enhancement.  President  Sklar  asked  for  a 
broader  discussion  on  watershed  land  and 
environmental  improvement.  Mr.  Irons  agreed  to  this. 

The  Commission  proceeded  to  Section  2.3  - Bay 
Division  Region.  Mr.  Irons  stated  the  change  was  to 
extend  the  schedule  for  an  additional  year  and  provided 
information  on  the  reasons  for  it  and  the  financing 
issues  with  the  projects  in  BAWSCA's  region. 

Mr.  Lawrence  addressed  Section  2.3.4  - BDPL  No.  4 
Slipline  PCCP  Sections,  stated  that  the  modeling  had  a 
probability  of  failure  at  71  percent,  but  that  the  turnouts 
needed  to  be  at  70  percent.  Fie  noted  there  was  no 
specified  margin  of  error  for  this  and  that  SFPUC  needed 
to  conduct  a thorough  assessment  of  the  condition  of 
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the  pipes  and  needed  to  address  a policy  of  replacing  all 
of  the  reinforced  concrete  pipe  as  a matter  of  policy. 

Mr.  Irons  next  addressed  Section  2.4.7  - Peninsula 
Region  - Harry  Tracy  Water  Treatment  Plant  Long-Term 
Improvements,  stating  it  was  only  a schedule  request  to 
accelerate  the  project.  On  Section  2.5  - San  Francisco 
Region,  Mr.  Irons  commented  the  schedule  was  tight  as 
the  design  was  scheduled  to  be  concurrent  with  the  end 
of  the  environmental  review. 

Ms.  Fowler  expressed  the  District's  concern  that  should 
the  SFPUC  reduce  water  delivery  to  their  county,  then 
the  cities  within  Santa  Clara  County  would  be  forced  to 
pump  groundwater  from  their  groundwater  basin,  which 
would  negatively  impact  their  land. 

President  Sklar  questioned  how  Proposition  A funds 
could  be  used  in  terms  of  recycling,  conservation,  and 
groundwater.  Ms.  Vicki  Clayton,  SFPUC  Legal  Counsel, 
replied  there  were  requirements  for  funding  under  the 
Proposition  A bonds  (approved  by  the  voters  in  2002), 
and  that  one  of  the  requirements  was  that  the  facilities 
being  funded  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFPUC. 

She  added  the  SPUC  also  obtained  Charter  authority  to 
issue  bonds  without  voter  approval  with  similar 
restrictions.  She  noted  there  were  potentially  other 
sources  of  funding,  such  as  revenue,  grants,  and 
funding  issued  by  the  suburban  customers,  that  might 
be  used  to  fund  projects  that  were  not  otherwise 
fundable  under  Proposition  A.  President  Sklar's  question 
was  in  the  context  as  to  whether  recycling  and 
conservation  projects  physically  located  in  other 
jurisdictions  could  be  funded  regionally  if  they  had 
regional  benefits.  She  stated  it  was  important  to  have 
very  specific  project  descriptions  in  order  to  determine 
appropriate  funding  sources.  Mr.  Jensen  remarked 
BAWSCA  was  studying  the  funding  sources  in  the 
broadest  possible  sense. 

Mr.  Tim  Ramirez,  Natural  Resources  Division  Manager, 
was  introduced  to  speak  on  Section  2.6.2  - Watershed 
Land  Acquisition.  He  reported  there  was  a $3  million 
allowance  per  year  for  watershed  improvements,  which 
would  total  $75  million  over  the  life  of  the  WSIP.  There 
was  some  discussion  on  whether  the  amount  was  for 
ten  years,  which  would  total  $30  million  instead  of  $75 
million.  President  Sklar  noted  $10  million  was  added 
and  stated  this  change  should  be  noted.  After  some 
discussion  on  what  was  the  program  amount  for 
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watershed  improvements,  it  was  agreed  that  a figure 
should  not  be  in  the  program  to  allow  for  more 
flexibility,  but  that  the  Commission  was  reaffirming  the 
Commission's  intent  to  continue  with  the  program  as 
previously  expressed. 

Ms.  Dempsey  stated  the  TRT  was  pleased  the  scope  of 
the  program  was  expanded  beyond  the  land  acquisition 
program  and  doubled  to  $20  million,  but  felt  that  a 
larger  amount  would  be  appropriate. 

Mr.  Jensen  stated  BAWSCA  had  a number  of  funding 
questions  to  be  raised  later  after  review  by  their 
financial  experts.  He  specifically  noted  the  wholesale 
water  rate  would  rise  by  14  percent  relative  to  previous 
estimates.  In  response  to  Commissioner  Brooks'  earlier 
question  regarding  solutions,  he  stated  BAWSCA  was 
not  asking  for  changes  to  the  schedule,  but  was  asking 
that  enough  resources  be  provided  to  ensure  on-time 
delivery  of  the  project. 

Commissioner  Brooks  raised  the  issue  of  material  costs 
and  the  economics  of  prepurchasing  materials  and  early 
commitments  to  lock  in  lower  prices.  Mr.  Irons  replied 
this  was  being  explored  with  Parsons.  Commissioner 
Werbach  asked  for  a presentation  in  March  regarding 
the  different  philosophies  on  purchasing  from  Parsons 
and  other  experts. 

President  Sklar  made  the  following  statement  for  the 
record  (paraphrased):  The  staff  of  the  SFPUC  presented 
the  "Draft  Revised  Water  System  Improvement 
Program"  on  October  21,  2005,  as  required. 
Subsequently,  a massive  amount  of  public  comment 
was  received,  analyzed,  and  submitted  to  the 
Commission  - some  as  late  as  the  evening  before  the 
Public  Hearing.  The  Commission  was  provided  with  a 
collection  of  recommendations  from  the  Parsons  Team 
on  programmatic  issues,  project  schedules,  and  costs 
and  they  were  incorporated.  The  Commission  took 
extensive  public  testimony  at  the  Public  Hearing  project 
by  project  and  programmatically.  He  asked  if  the 
Commission  was  prepared  to  adopt  this  Program  as  the 
Program  and  move  it  forward  with  the  recognition  that 
again,  although  changes  might  occur  as  the  SFPUC 
proceeded,  the  SFPUC  needed  to  make  a decision  now 
to  go  forward  with  the  program  as  defined  in  the 
General  Manager's  report.  The  Commission  resolved  to 
do  this. 
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Moved  by  Commissioner  Werbach,  seconded  by  Vice 
President  Caen,  to  adopt  the  resolution;  passed  (4-0) 
unanimously.
